The tomh in which Napoleon was placed has lost some of its interest from the removal of 1“® 
body to Prance Ho died on the lat of May, 1821 On the 4th of October, 1840, his remai^'^ 
were omharhed on the rrencli frigate Bello Poule, which had been sent, under the command d 
the Prince de Joinville, for the purpose of transporting them to France 

The inhabitants of St Helena seem to he industrious, but the general opinion of the officers 
of the ship, founded on their experience, was, that in their ramhles over the world, the} h^d 
never met with more polite and unscrupulous extortioners It is said to be the practice 
householders to entertain unsuspecting etrangeis with great seemmg kindness, and then to 
mnlct them most unmercifully for* the supposed hospitality This may be slander, but 
incident occurred while the ship was at Jamestown, which leaves no doubt that profFcrfd 
favors are sometimes done with the expectation of receiving for them — a “consideration “ Oil® 
of the lieutenants of the ship was the iictim of excessive civility Contemplating a visit to 
Longwood, he had engaged a horse at the livery stable, which, on landing, he found sadiU^ 
nnd waiting for him according to apiKnntmcnt He was nlKuit mounting, when a citizen pf 
Jamestown, whom he had casuall} mot the day before, stepped up and told him that he had ® 
Uorso, much superior to thatJie was about to mount, which was altogether at lus service, and 
that ho would scud for it Consequently the hired horse was dismissed, ivith a compensatio^t 
to the disappointed attendant, and that of the })olite friend was accepted, unfortunately’; 
however, proiing to ho inferior to the one dismissed However, he was used for a few hour^^ 
ond returned with a douceur to the fcorvnot who received him 

The same evening the owner of the horse \ isilcil the ship, when the lieutenant was profus® 
of cnilit} nnd thanks, and after entertaining Imn, prcsscil upon him the acceptance of som® 
little presents, quite equal in value to the hire of the horse These gifts nero ficeived in sucJi 
manner as induced the officer to think there wtis still something more wautun;^., wUea ha eaidv 
“Will jou allow me to pay for the use of your horse? and was answcrcil “Well, I am glad 
you were pleased with the animal, and \ou need only pay me tho usual charge of three dollars '' 
It nns immediately handed to him, when he coolly offen.d his services at any future tune, and 
said, with a pecwharly knowing look “If, when you again nsit tho island, you n ill place j ourself 
under my guulnnce, I will put jou through oil charges at half price ’ Then politch wishing 
a good voyage to oil on board, he parsed into tho hoot, with the ncckof a wme bottle protruding 
from one pocket, and a liberal supi ly of Haaanas filling the other, the offerings of his grnleful 
fci nd, tho Uouttnnnt a .

There is not much at prc'-cnt to interest the ricitor ut ‘Macao, as it is hut a ghost of its former 
pelf There is almost a lomiilctc absence of trade or tommerco The harbor is deserted, and 
the snmptnons dnellinga and atoicbowea of the obi merebants are coroparativel) empt), while 
the Pottugue^c T\ho inhabit the place fttc but tftrel> Been, and geem listless \nd unoccupied 
An occasional Patsce, in high crowned cap and snowy rolio, a venerable mcK-Uant, and here 
and there a Jesuit priest, v, ith his floch. of youthful dibciples, maj be seen, but tbcj are only as 
the dccajaug monuments of the past 

At one time, however, the town of Afacao was one of the most flonribliing marts of the East 
AVhen the Portuguese obtained possession, lo the latter part r f the sixteenth century, they soon 
established it as the centre of a w ide commerce with Cliinn and other oriental countiics Its 
origin is attnbuted to a few Pertngueso mcrcliants belonging to Lanipn 5 ao, who w tro allowed 
to resort thoto and establish some temporary huts for BbcUcr and the drying of damaged goods 
Hue, the Chinese traveller, gives aidifiercnt account, he states tbatlLo Portuguese w oro allowed 
to settle 1)} tlio Emperor, in leturn for tbc signal service of captunng ft lamims pinto who had 
long ravaged tho coasts Prom an humhlo beginning, the scttlcinciit gradually arose to an 
imposing position as a commercial ]daco, for which it was greath indebted to the monopoly it 
enjoj ed of eastern commerce It hns, however, dcclmeil, and is now a placeof very iiicnnsidernble 
importance andiradc The town is eitmated upon ti peninsula nt the aouthwaid of the island 
of hlacao “ *• 

It is^ sufficiently picturesque «i appearance, built an it is upon the ncclnitics of the 
rising ground about the harbor, with its gar looking white houses, which overhang the terraces 
that lioinid the shore and look out upon the sea The houses of the old nierchanta though 
they now Icar fome ajipearance of neglect, yet ntUst, hy the iqiacioiisnoss of the apartments 
and tlic liixiirumoiiess of tlicir appoinlmtuts, the former opulence of tho Portuf^iitse traders* 
Tlio pleasant walks about the circuit of the neighlrariug hills niul the Praya inntt, the visitor 
to strengtbeu bunsclf in cheerful exercise The dull look of the place is spinewlnt rohevul 
in tho summer lime, when the foreign residents of Canton and Hojig Kong report there to 
liatliL ui the waters of llishop s I5a}, mid to recreate iii tho ciijovmeut of the healthful sea ftir

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aticlior Two jier«ons wore seen watehingiho movements of the sijindron from the foot of the 
flagstaff, and, tliroiigh a tele cope, nnmhers could he seen leaving the town under white 
uinhrelfas * 

^'he shijia had not bceif at nnehor two hours, before, notwithstanding the rain, a boat cizne off 
witli two ofEcials On reaching the dccl., thei made manf profound salutations, and presented 
a folded red card of Japanese paper, about a yard long The pnncii al personage wore a loose 
salmon-colored robe of very fine grass doth, while tJie dress,of the other was of similar fashion, 
hut of a blue color On tlieir heads wero oblong caps of bright vellow , they had blue fashes 
tied around their waists, and white fcondals upon tlicir feet Then 1 eards were long and hlack, 
though thin, and tlieir ages were, seemingly, some tliwly five or fortv rears They bad the 
Japanese cast of countenance, and ip q;(iiipkxion were a duhl j olive Who t^ey were, or what 
the purpose of tlreir visJi,was Hot immediately known, as there hapj eiiedio lie no interpreter, at 
the time of therr visit, on hoard the Sus/piehanna, to which sliip the) cime, hut one of the 
Commodore s Chinese servants was summoned who understood the characters on their card 
BufEcieutly to csplam that tlie visit was merely a chmeJm, or complimentary salutation on 
arrival The Commodore, howeier, acting on his prerio««lr determined phn dec hnoil seeing 
them, or receiving any other than one of the principal dignitaries of the island, and tbej 
accordingly returned to the shore Thor hal, no doubt, been *int to mal e obsi^vations, and, 
Without committal, to ascertain what tbt) could of tlio strangers that tbe policy and treatment 
of the authoiities of the island imght be slmpcil according to circumstances 
Scarcely had they gone before Dr Bettclheim carac on board m a native boat, and such were 
the relations in which be stoocl to the islanders that bo hailcsl the arrival of the sijuadron nitb 
delight, and mamfosterl no litllo evcitoment of manner He was conducted to the Commodore b 
cabin, where ho Tcmamed for tftoor throe hours , and m the course of the interview it appeared 
that he had never hoard even of the intendel American expedition, that a year and a half had 
elapse I Since any foreign vessel had been al Kapha, and tlmt ho was almost licside himself with 
joy • Grog and biscuit were gucn to Ins boatmen, and m their exhilaration, a hen they started 
for the shore, the\ contrived to carry the missionarj some three miles up the coast

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VISIT OF THE LEW CHEW DIGNITAEIES ON BOARD 165 

On tlie 30th, it -was rumored on hoard th^t some of the principal authorities on shore Intended 
on that day to visit the Susfinehannah Mr "Williams, the interpreter, came on board and 
tooh up permanently his quarters in the ship, arid, a boat -was dispatched for Dr Bettelheim, 
to be present on the occasion 

Og the preceding day, Lieutenant Gontee 'ind Mr Wilhams went on shore to pay a visit to 
the then Biipposed governor of 2?apha, since aserfaued to he the mayor They were received 
in a yery polite and friendly manner , though the mayor evpressed his deep sense of mortifica 
tion that Ills presents had heen refused Lieutenant Contee explained that it was the uniform 
practice of our government not to accept such presents for her ships, and that (in consequence 
of our custom) the offeimg of them not unfrequcntly subjected the commander and officers to 
mortification, as their refusal seemed Itle an angrateful return for offered courte^, and that in 
this ca'se no disrespect was intended 

• About one o clock, a very ordinary native barge, containing the Lew Chew dignitaries, came 
alongside The marines were in uniform, and every preparation had heen made on hoard to 
show them respect and produce impressive effect One of the inferior officers came first up the 
gangway with the card of his anpenor, which 3Ir Williams the interpreter, received and read, 
the officer then returned, and the regent of the tingdom of Lew Chew, a venerable old man, in 
ft fen minutes appeared, supported by two of his officers Captains Buchanan and Adams 
received him at the gangway, and were sainted by the regent after the fashion of his country 
His hands were joined upon hia breast, while his body and knees were bent very profoundly, and 
his head was slightly turned away from the person he addressed The prmce, it was said, was 
a lad of eleven years old, and was represented to be ill ThI old -gentleman acted as regent for 
him Six or eight ether officers and some dozen subordinates followed the regent to the deok 
A salute of three guns was then fired, which so startled some of the Lew Chew officers that th^ 
dropped upon their knees 

One of the most striking features in the visitors was thcir general imperturbable gravity It 
•wa? indeed plain that they had intense curiosity, ootunmingled with considerable alarm, but 
they were careful to preserve the most dignified demeanor They were condacted to the 
captain s cabin, and thence shown over the ship They observed every thing with great grqvity, 
but when they reached the ponderous engine, their assumed indifference was fairly overcome, 
and it was evident that they were conscious of having encountered in it something very far 
beyond their comprehension They were much quicker of perception, however, than the Chinese, 
as well as more agreeable in features, and much more neat and tidy in apparel 

Dp to this time tliey had not seen the Commodore He hod rcmaiacd secluded in solitary 
dignity, In lus own cabin It was not meet that he should be made too common to tbe eyes of 
tho -vulgar All this, of course, was mere matter of policy for the limo being as the Commodore 

was no very unusual Bight to the officers nnJ men of the squadron Tho visitors were, however, 
informed that they were now to be condnclcd into his presence, and were accordingly takes to 
his cabin Just ns the regent reached the head of tho steps the band struck np a lively air , 
but the dignified old man passed on -withont even costing an ere on the musicians To him it 
was donbtle«s a solemn occasion The Commodore receivnl end enterLained his guests most 
handsomely, an 1 during the intcmeir of oo honr awl a half between himself and the regent 
assurances of amity and good will were exchanged between the parties On the retirement of

Ba} , and had a full view of the long headland south of U, and the four islands which he, like a 
breakwater, across its mouth The bav appeand to bt extremely shallow, except near the 
entrance , and I doubt whether it would be of intich value, ns a harbor, for shiiiping of large size 
The path, finally, turned off to the north, up a steep lull, which brought us upon a rolling 
upland, covered with abundance of wood Tho moiintaius v\c had passed exhibited an outline 
eunilar to the Catskills, and there was nothing in the scenery to remind ns of the v icinitv of the 
tropics Wo prcsentlj entered a fine, broad avenue of pines, at the extremity of winch appeared 
a handsome house, w ith a tiled roof Our native conductors passed on into some bamboo arches, 

V' Inch denoted a village beyond, but 1 alipped suddenly into the open entrance and found a 
^acions house m the midst of a garden, with a small Buddhist temple beside it Quick as my 
motions had been, the mats were already let down before all the doors, and nobody was to bo 
seen Before the house was a plant about ten feet high, with large scarlet panicles of flowers 
I had barely time to break off a cluster when one of our oflicers came hurrying up and urged 
mo, by signs and words, to leave, saying that the Bunyo, or Governor, os he designated Mr 
Jones, had gone on I, therefore, followed him through the village to a Gang rpia which was 
larger and finer than any we bad yet seen It was like an elegant private residence, having a 
garden, enclosed by a square, clipped hedge of jessamine, and a separate establishment for 
servants and attendants There were rows of chryBanthemums (a flower much esteemed by tho 
Japanese) and two peach trees in the garden, besides a stout camellia, clipped into a fanciful 
ehape We installed onrselves m the chief apartment, on the soft matting, while the Pe-chiog 
and his tram took the other huildmg The only supplies we could procure were raw salt fish and 
sweet potatoes, with some roots of a native onion, pickled in salt Neither fowls nor eggs could 
be found The natives gave the name of tho village ns “Ching, ' which, being n Chinese word, 

IS evidently incorrect , but we could get no other The.paper screens between tho rooms were 
removed on our arrival, tea was brought in, and the natives busied themselves to make iis com 
fortnble, but the same unrelaxing espionage, os nt “Missil ya,' was kept up through the whole 
night Again camp-fires were kin lied and guards posted around us, while crow ds of curious 
natives peeped from behind the hushes and walls to gratify their desire of seeing iis Mr 
Heine, who bad the first watch, went out to the camp fire, showed the people his walch, and 
other curiosities, and soon had a large crowd of villagers gathered about him , but one of the 
ofBcers making his appearance, a single word of command scattered them m all directions, and 
thej did not return ogam In the evening I offered a handful of cash to one of tho boys who 
had aceomi anied us from Nnpha He refused it very earnestly, as there were two other boss 
Stan ling near, but, watching an opportnnitv, when he was alone, I offered itngnin, when lio 
immodiate>v accepted it, with gestures expressive of Ins thanks 
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Init lie enmo up after au lionr, and pet liitn<«clf to work with great good humor to siipplj our 
•want® In order to shield themsches from the heat of the sun, some of Ins attendants had tied 
hanana loiucs around their heads, and thej all comjdaiaed of fitigiie 

V\o left Ivomma, as the village was called, alotit half past two At this, the most 
northern point we reached, wo could not have Icon more than eight or nme miles distant from 
Tort Melville Tlic intervening land was low, and another day would haae enabled us to 
reach the head of that harhor The native oflicials explained to us h} signs and hy tracing 
lines on tho sand, that the ro id to Shcndi lay along the Iteach, and that there was a Cung qua 
•nhout 20 ?i distant "We tramped along nandj beaches and over stonr headlands, following the 
general course of the Bhore, and never dnorging far from it Tho hav, or bight, marked with 
numerous abrupt indentations, presented some fine bold outlines of shore Off tho many 
inferior promontories la\ rockj islets, covered with neb vegetation The wooded mountains on 
our left were the same which we had skirted the dav previous on the northern side of Barrow s 
Bay The lower slopes on this side were partially cultiiated, hut the principal thoroughfare of 
the island, which we wpre following, kept near the eta, and often ran for half a mile through 
deep sand and shells The scenery was cxtrcraelr picturcs'iiie, reminding me of the coast of 
Sicily Inside ol the Sugar J^oaf we espied two small boots, wjth lug sails of white canvass, 
which tho men declared were out ship s boats, but thi& has since proicd to be a mistal e 

Notwithstanding the sultri ‘lieat of the ofteinoon, the Lew Chew coolies kept pace with us, 
under their heavy loads, while our latv and complaiaing Chinamen lagged bLlund Tliesa 
coolies were mostly boys, from twelve to suxteen years of age I noticed as a curious fact that, 
in spite of tho licavv loads they earned, aud the rough b> ways we frequently obligcil them to 
take, thej never perspired m tho least, nor partook of a drop of water, even in the greatest 
heat They were models of cheerfaloess, alacrity, aud eoduraneo, always in readiness, and 
never, bj look or word, enueing the least dissatisfaction Our official conductors drank but 
two or three times of water during the whole journey Tea ajipcars to bo tho nniversal 
beverage of refreshment It was alwavs brought to us whenever we halted, and frequently 
offered to Mr Jones, as the head of the party, in passing through villages Once, at an 
humble fisherman s village, when we asked for niisi, wluch signifies cold water, they brcqight 
us a pot of hot water, which they call yu, and were much surprised when we refused to drink it. 

After a match of ten miles along the picturesque shore, wo reached one of the loveliest spots 
on the island It was a village perched on a hold promontory, overgrown with the pine, banyan 
.and sago palm, at the mouth of a channing vallev which opened up between the hills to the 
base of the lofty peak behind Barrow s Bay Astreamofsaectwater threaded the valley, which 
was covexed with the freshest verdure, and overhung with beautiful groves of pine It was a 
picture of pastoral loveliness, such as is rarely found in any country Nothing struck me more 
during the journey than the great variety of sceacry which the island encloseb m its narrow 
compass "We parsed through, at least, fonr different districts, wluch bore but the slightest 
resemblance to each other either in features or character We hail both the groves of the 
tropics and the wild woods of the north, the valleys of Germany and the warm shores of the 
Mediterranean 

The village was large, thriving, and os neatly laid out and hedged in ag an Enghsh garden 
Tlie scrnpulous neatness and regularity of the Lew Chew villages was doubly refre'sliincr to on 
famil.-ir wilt tlie ariualor and filtli of China Tho sight of the Cong qna, which uccup.ed tC 
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pkcc of honor at the lop of tlio promontory, complotcil onr r.iptnrcs. Its roof of r«I tiles 
Blillcreil in the snn; n row of fontherj- rngo ]»ilins threw their hrilliont leaves over the wnll of 
the enclosure; the whitest niid eoficst of mats covered the floor; the gnulon hlnzed with a 
rrofnston of .sc.irlot flowers; anil stone lasins, sealed on pedestiils, contained fresh water for our 
use. Its nsjicct of comfort and repo.se was a halm to travellers ns weary ns ourselves, .end I 
directed Terry at once to lioist the stars and stripes upon the roof. I hastened had: to make a 
shctch of the henuliful valley hefore sunset, while Hr. Heine occupied himself with a viewsofthe 
Cung-qud. A vcncmlik' old man, with a snowy heiird reacliing nearly to his knees, apjiroached 
the bank where I sat, but upon noticing me, made a profound yet dignified reverence and retired. 
TIio village was named TJn-m. Wc h.id not yet reached tlic region of fowls, hut the people 
sent us two fimall fresh fish, with a pumpkin and some cucumbers. Onr own stores were quite 
low, both sugar and pork hanng been exhausted, so that we had nothing left hut tea, coffee and 
ship biscuit. 


The natives kintlletl a fire insiilc the grounds of the Ciing-qua, and lialf a dozen of them wt 
around it all night. The morning was dull, and a rap of mist on the mountain threatened rain. 
A bath in the sea before hunriso relrcsbed os for the day's march. For our breakfast there were 
sent two long, eel-like fish, rescrahling the gar, a few yonng egg-pinnfs, two gourds and n 
basket of sweet potatoes So much time was occupied in cooking and consuming tlieso delicacies, 
that we <1K1 not get under way before 8 o’clock. Another consultation was held with our 
attendants, who declared that Shendi was 90 It distant, and th.at it would require three days for 
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T 18 to reacli Napha, thia did not correspond with onr own ideas of our position, and we deter 
mined to attempt reaching Naphn the next CTOning, as we had been ordered 

■\ye passed through the village of Ufl fla, and over the headland to a deep hay The tide was 
running out, and instead of wading throwgh the sand around its entire curve, Vr e made a strai "ht 
linej&r the opposite shore, tramping through water two or three inches deep over lecls of 
decomposing coral "We had proceeded along the shore for an honr nod a half, when A slung, 
one of the Chinese coolies, fell sick in consequence, as it afterwards appeared, of drinking 
sackee, and eating green poaches His load was given to the Lew Chen coohes, and he obtained 
a temporary relief hj punching his throat, in three places, so i lolcntly as to produce an extra 
vasation of hlood Counter irritation is the itsaal Chinese xemedy for all ailments, and it is 
frequently very efficacious We were near a fishing village, and 3£r Jones endeavored to obtain 
a canoe, in which to send botli our Chinamen hack to the ve«<5el The Pe-cliing begged him to 
give up the idea, since one of the native officers would he obliged to accompany them, and thoj 
all fiared to trust themselves m the frail craft They brought a hxgco, or rude sedm, m which 
they offered to have the man conveyed to Kapha, but he was l>etter by tins tune and declared 
himself able to procee 1 on foot The oIBccrs expressed the greatest satisfaction when thej fouail 
that none of tliom would lie requirwl to return id the canoe 
In the meantime the rest of ns had pushed forward with the baggage The morning was 
serv hot, the glare from tho white beach sand struck m our faces, and we legan to tire of an 
endless tramp around coie after core, and headland after heidland Wo were now, as wo 
calcnlntccl, opposite tho head of Barrow s Bay, and Slmidi wa« almost m a due southcrlv direc 
tion, yet the road still clung to the coast, as if intent on carrying us to tho extreme ifint of 
Capo Broughton, thus grcatlj lengthening onr journey, bc«Klc3 which, our orders acre t) return 
through the centre of tho island lu answer to all our inquiries, tho uatuo officers nnl guides 
pointed along the shore, aud were extremcl) anxious to jrevent our taking aiu inland paflis 
This excited our suspicion, and we imagined their object to be to prcient our seeing the interior 
Ftnall} , coniiiig to a well trodden path, which struck off up tho lulls, wo shut otir ears to nil 
remonstrance and took it In a short time it brought iis to a handsome village, shadf;d not 
only with bamboo, 1 lit with splendid banann trees Bevond it there was a deep ravmc, tvlih a 
faintly marked foot path loading to some water at the bottom Again tho natives entreated us 
to take a path whwh plainly led to the shore They \ointed to tho gorge, erring “in 
intimating that tho path went no further than the water Kevorthclc's, seeing truces of a j ith 
on tho opposite suit, we <le«cendtd, followed by tho unwilling officers aud coolies The j ool of 
water which supplied the village was shalcd by tlio largest pines I saw on the island They 
were 70 or SO feet m height, whereas the avorage is uot more than 40 feet 

Our sus| icions did injo«tict to the natircs fbrwe rom tbund tliat they Ind our convcnienco 
m MCw Our patli struck into a sid<?*br«Dch of the raxiao, whioli, thoagh not more than twenty 
frot wide was a ncc'swiijnp at tht liottom The si lea were nearJv perpendicular walls of rartli 
and loo«c rock*, so that we were obligtil to jlnngi. up to the knees in mud One of the men 
Smith, sank so deep that it required the strength of three nativis to extricate him M hcn at 
1 ist we reached the top of the lull, wo found it corered with wa«tc thickets, and no path to be 
seen excel t o" opposite hcij,ht, winch we reached w itU some trouble The path an old 
and unused one, leal us laak to the beach, which it now *cctnc»l impoesil le to leave The cooltcs 
who ha I hail a hard tug to get through the ncc-swamp, took the whole mattef very good 
boraotrf!,, «nJ th« offiten l.nghed M I tbmght, a „(■ nialiciotii plcaiute «t onr di! 
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comfitiiro Tlic over tlic white sind vns douWj fatiguing nftor this, and on the arrival of 
Jtr .Tones wo dctormincd again to iniko for the loterior, espocmll}- as wo had reached the bead 
of the lastpoic, Mhctico the coast appeared to nin almost duo wc.stnardl> to Cape Broughton 
IMr Jones and Dr L>nah, with the men Da\ is and Smith, took a foot path leading fioiithivard 
into tho mountains, and after proccotling a little further along tho coast I followed then^^^^itb 
the Manion 'NlifchtlJ Mr Heine, with Terr/ nod tho Low Chew coohts, still 1 opt the shore 
'We (Jlitchell and I) reached with great difficnltj- tho path taken by tho first jiarty It ascended 
stceplj through pine forests, alternating with dense topsewood, for about two miles, till we 
gained the summit of the ridge Tlio whole e\panse of Barrow s Bar came full into new to thd 
eastward, while to the south wo looked beyond the promonton wo had been doubling sofediougly, 
and saw the same deep co\e we bad hclield three days before from the top of Banner Bod Put 
all the interior of tho island was still a wilderness, and for ten miles in edrance stretched an 
nnbrol en forest Our path did not appear to have been mndi trarellod— other small pa,tbs 
branched from it, but the partr m adrance had broken off boughs and Jeff them ns giiuhs for us 
I was much spent witli the heat and the exertion of climbing so rajudlr, and after drinking ^ut 
of a muddy bole filled w itb leaves, felt an attack of mingled beat and cold, with an oppression 
of the heart, which took away all m> strength Wc saw the other partyon the fop of a hin-b 
peak ahead of us Iho path crossed a leilge os narrow as a wall, with deep gnlf** on each si^g 
and theu ascended a rocky ladder, the steepness of which took away what^Iittlo strength I h^^ 
Tcmaimng — I was obliged to lie down for some time before Ixonld proceed further A rai^ 
cloud coming up rapidly over Barrow s Bay admonished us to leave our lofts lool out Tho path 
1 ept on southward tluough imles*of wilderness, hut the natires who bad nccomp mied ns pointed 
to another, srhich led back almost the way we came, and winch they said would hnng us to a 
Cuug-qua A.S there were uoeignsof the baggage, we were thus under the neces«it\ of retracing' 
our steps almost to tho shore On our way we passed through a singular gorge, which wi^g 
closed up, in its narrowest part, by fragments hurled from above by some convulsion of naturi^ 

The stream flowing at the bottom disappeared for about fifty yards, when it again l^sued to tho 
light through a cavernous opening ^ 

A ram now came on, which continued for two or three hours, and made the road slippery an^ 
itmkuimr TKr piivirai^ Ahvagfl’ a* *xnint«vt«udl,v- jnJjuatnd .w ^ wnnchid cT-hiTV auul jixr> 

uplands, covered with groves of pino, (he path gradually swerving to tho south, till it finally- 
struck directly across tin proraontorr. A great part of the way was n waste of wild thickets, 
with marshy hollows between tho lulls We saw, several tunes, the trael.^ of wild hoar, winch 
the natives assured us were abundant , but wo were not so fortunate as to get a sight of one 
There were no traces of our hagg^ige until we found the Pe-ching, and two other natives, 
crouching under a bush to keep out Of the ram and smoking their pi]ies Finally, about half 
past two, we heard the report, of firo-armi, and soon after reached the Cung-^jud of 
Josa,” where il Heme and the coolies had already been watting some tunc for us We woro 
uncertain whether the hmlding was a bona Jlde Cung-«iuA or tho residence of a bunyo, or ofUccr, 
for it was occupied, when Jlr Heme arrived, by a ptr&onage of some kind with liis attendants 
hut immediatelv given up for our use There was a crowd of at least a luinlrcd natives collected 
within the enclosure and lool mg on, with great astonishment, whilt 3Ir Heine fire 1 at a mark 
■What seemed most to interest them, neat to tlie accuracy of his aim, was the fact of tlit piece 
exj loding avithout the npphcation of fire, (nothing hut Jaiwinese niolchlocks over Ixung seen on 
‘the island,) and its Iwing loadeil at tho hroech Thc» appeared familiar with the nature of 
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giinponder, and the use of one ctifJas^cs, but dunng: our jonrnej* we nerer 5aT\ a Einglo weapOQ 
of ally IlIucI There is said to be a small garrison of Japanese soldiers, both at JvapLa and 
Bbeiidi , but, if BO, thej m ere carefully kept out of tlie war 

The^ro-cLing, who booh afterwards nuie up, infonned us that we bad come 30 It, and that 
bheiidi was still TO h distant, and we could not retch it on the folloixmg dty Learning, 
honeicr, that there iias another Cung ijiia 20 U further, we decided to rest an hour or two, and 
push on to it the same c\cning The puoj le brought two fowls, with abundance of eggs and 
^uCTimbers, and, liutign and tired ns we were, wt mtU a most palatable meal 

We left again at half pa«t four llie road was broad, well beaten, and sbadetT by a double 
road of pine trees It ran m a pouthoastem direction, parallel with the coast, and about two 
miles inland The countrj contimieil ojen, slighllj undulating, and pleasantly dircrSified inth 
groves of pint for four miles, hen we came suddenly upon a deep glen, traversed b^ much the 
largest stream we had seen upon the island The road crossed by a massive stone bridge, of 
three arches, remarkable for the size and rude Btreogtfi of the piers, each of which had, on the 
inner side, ‘in order to protect it from llooils, a triangular abutment, projechng ten or twelve 
feet Tlie sides of tbc glen were nearly iwrpendicular, and covereil with wild and luxuriant 
Tpgetatjon Towards the Bia, under a range of broken limestone crags that hung high over the 
stream, were sci cral ancient cxcai at«l tombs A spring of excellent water gushed out from the 
foot of one of these crags Ifr Heme took a sketch of the place, which was remarkable for its 
seclusion and picturesque beauts Tbo natives colled tbe stream the i yn ' 

On reaching a height oscrlooking the sea, ue were agreeably surprised with tbe sight of tbe 
squadron, l>ing off tlio furthest point to the southwest, and between fifteen and twenty miles 
ebstant, in a straight hue This encouraged us to believe that we could reach JTopha at the 
time appointed, and we pushed on rapidly and chcenlr, for it was now growing dark, and no 
appearance of the Cung qua The road approacheil the shore, and become a raised causowav, 
passing through rich nee swamps The natises whom we met in tbe dusk of the evening took 
to fiigbt on seeing us At last, at h ilf p ist seven, wear> and spent with a Inmp of twenty 
seven miles, the native herald who ran before us tamed into a gateway, over which towered a 
magnificent banyan tree "We followed, and discharged oar pieces in a general joie, on 

seeing a Cung qua with the lamps lighted, attendants waiting with their trays of tea-cups, and 
a polite old gentleman slanding in the Tcrandali to receive us .Tie Lew Chew mats were never 
so soft, nor the cups of unsugared nabve tea so refreshing, as on that evening Eggs, cucum 
bers, nee, and fowls were immediately forthconjiag, and our men concocted a soup which, to our 
nuuds, coiiW not have been improved The o'lJ Pc-cbing made his appearance at a late hour 
nearly as fatigued as ourselves, but overflowing with cordtalih and good humor A companj 
of native guards kindled a fire under the banyan tree, and j reputed to spend the nit»ht there 
Our men were «o fatigued that, in anticipation of another hard journey on tbc morrow we dis 
pensed with the twual watch It was the le«a important, as we had found the native guard 
exceedmgly vigilant in keeping away all stragglers from oar vicmitv The light of the ruddy 
camp-fire, playing over the spreading bonghs of the banyan tree, brought into stron<* relief the 
groups of swarthy faces clnstcrcd around it, and presented a picture so fantastic and peculiar 
that 1 sat looking at it long after 1 ought to have been asleep 

The eoimd of ram upon the tiles of our CUng-qoa awoke ns ftequently during the £io-ht and 
when we arose at daybreak the skv was overcast, the roads flooded, and a steaty dismal st 

had set in The Pe-chmg and his associates Wished us to stav nt “P, ^

EXPEDITION T6 JAPAN 


•w"is called, until tlio next day, slapping their legs to indicate liou’ tired they Trere^ and 
sign^ of slipping up and falling down in the mud But we were inexorable, and they sent for 
a non set of coolies to carry our baggage Wc hml another discussion about the distance, wluch 
ended in tlicir declaring that SUcudi was 65 It and Kapha 60 li distant This was absurd, 
probably ought to be attributed to the ignorance of the Chinese, through whom u e commumc'-iited 
with them The coolies prepared themseh ca for the ram by putting on shaggy jackets of grass, 
resembling the sheep skin garments of the Homan herdsmen Our men had their pea jackets, 
and wo ucro partially protected by ponchos of gutta percha and oilcloth IVe were delayed in 
getting bieakfast, and did not break up our camp until half past nine, when ue set out, every 
body stiff and sore from the previous day s traiel The ram was still falling, though not so 
heavilj as at first, and the road was an alternation of water and stiff mud, through which 
trudged w ith difficulty, and at the risk of leaving our boots behind us After rounding the 
bead of the bight, we struck off oi er the hills to the southw est, and m an hour and a half 
upon another deep glen, m the bottom of which were two massive bridges over a stream 
broad and deep that it was doubtless a frith of the sea We stopped an hour to rest and enable 
Ur Heine to take a sketch of the place I noticed that the heavy triangular abutments to the 
piers w cro hero placed, on the side nest the sea The natives gave the glen, or river, the name 
of “Machinatoo 

The ram had ceased by this time, except an occasional sprinkle, anti the road improved 
After another hour the roads branched, that on the left stril ing off up tlie hills to Sheudi W® 

1 ept on over the hills towards Kapha the scenery gradunllj assuming a familiar nppearanoo, 
till finally, from a height covered with pine trees, wo lool ed down upon the harbor and th© 
American sciuadron After fording a broad salt creek, and crossing another ridge, we descended 
to the Tillage of Tum^, opposite hapha Wo reached our starting point, the house of Df 
Bcttellieim, at 2 p m , and there took leave of our worthy Pc clung and his two assistants* 
after having appointed a time to meet them again, and endeavor to return some compcnsatic^^ 
for the provision furnished during the journey 

The distance we travelled during the six days was 108 miles, ns nearly as wo could calculate 
Our trip embraced a little more than half the island, leaving the extremitj south of KapliA* 
(which IS of limited extent,) and that part north of the bend of Port Melville, and lying on both 
sides of that harbor, for future exploration * «. 

On the return of tho partj Mr Jones submitted the following report to the Commodor® 
of his o\j8CT\ ationa 

“Before describing the ancient royal castic of Chun Clung, which we discovered m our recent 
exploration of lew Chew, it may be will to saj a ftw words about ^tho geology of the island, a* 
the t«o are connected with eacll other , 

Going northward from I*nphn wc find the general aurfaco rock to bo argillaceous, eithcf 
conij act or shalj , which is intersected, at fre<iucnt intervals, by dj 1 es or rulgts of secondnr/ 
limestone, of a very remarkable character Wlien we get ns liigh up as Barrow e Day th^ 
argillaccou-s rock ceases, and is succeeded by talcosc slate, in which, however, the same lirne*tonC 
dvl es i ccur At the most norllicrn point readied bj us, that is, at the village of Kacuminn, on 
the west side of tho island, siy fortj two miles north of Kapha, wo reached granite, rising there

The weather, although generally warm, varied, and thus, while some days wero cice^sivdy 
hot and oppressue, others were tolerably cool and pleasant Tho winds occasionally blew with 
Considerable freshness, and mostly from the east, but frequently there was hardly a brcalh of 
to bo frit, and, consequently, with a temperature which reached 8S® in the coolest plato on deck, 
all on board suffered greatly from the intense heat And, mdeed, tho still heat and clear 
atmosphere which weie experienced, oven on o clobO approach to tho shores of Japan, did not 
Seem to confirm what has been said, and what wgs expected, of the cool and foggy cUmate o 
that country ^ 

At sunset on Thursday, tho Yth of July, the squadron was, according to observation, about 
forty miles from Capo Negatsuo, or Idsu, as it is otherwise called In consequence of tin* 
proximity, the heads of the ships were put off shore from midnight until four o clock next 
morning, when, not only the cape was seen irom tho masthead, but several of the islands to

On passing Cape Sagami, at tlio entrance of tho bay, tho shorts were observed to rise iQ 
precipitous chUs, winch connected landward with undulating hills Dccii roNuies, green with 
richaerdure, dmdtd tho steep slopes and opened into smill expanses of olluiial land, washed 
by the waters of tho bay into the form of inlets, about the borders of winch wero grouped various 
Japanese villages The uplands wero beautifully varied with cultn ittd fields and tufted wood3> 
while far behind rose tho mountains, height upon height, in the inland distance The entrance 
to the hay seemed well fortified, and the hills and projecting headlands of Sagaim were 
formidable with forts, the guns of which, however, were silent? notwithstanding the threatening 
entrance of tho strange ships The distant shores of the province of Awa, on the cast, rising 
opposite to Sagaini in a lofty pealv, and stretching beyond iii picturesque summits, was still 
more mountainous and bore fewe^ marks of cultivation ond a less formidable appearance, being 
apparently destitute of fortifications As tho squadron passed through the straits into the inner 
bay of "Draga tho numerous fishing boats Kutned out of the way, and their crew s, when they 
fancied themselv a at a sufilcienHy safe distance, rested upon their oars and gazed with on 
anxious look at th-> stcangots * 

At about five o clock in the afternoon the squadron came to anchor off the city of Uraga, on 
the western side of the hay of Tedo, the sloops of war (the wind being favorable} having been 
cast loose a little while previous, and the four vc’^sols took up their poaitigns, as had been 
directed, opposite the'shoro Just before letting go the anchors tlio weatlier cleared up, and 


the lofty coue of Tusi was more distinctly visible, showing high above the accompanying rango 
of mountains which extend inland It was estimated to ho eight or ten thousand feet in height, 
and its position "W from Uraga, at a distance of fifty or sixty miles As tho ships proceeded 

to their anchorage the lead was kept goinjg every moment, and as a constant depth of twenty* 
fivQ fathoms was found the vessels kept oi^tbcir headway, rounding, at moderate speed, tho

In answer to this, the governor said that he would return to the city and send a communi- 
cation to Yedo, asking for further instractiona, and he added that it would take ybur to 
obtain a reply. One hour’s steaming would hare taken the ships in sight of Yedo, and so the 
governor was informed that tho Commodore would wait rtrec days only, (until Tuesday, the 
12th,) when a definite answer would he expected.* 

A boat had been sent at daylight from each ship of tho squadron to survey the bay uml 
harbor of Uraga. The governor, on observing these boats, inquired what they were doing, Uud 
when he was told that they were surveying tho harbor, lie said it was against the Japanese 
Ians to allow of such examinations j to which ho received for reply, that tho American laws 
command thorn, and that Americans were as mxicU bound to obey the American as ho was tho 
Japanese laws. **ThiB,” remarks tho Commodoro, ** was a second and most important point 
gained.” During all tho questions and answers the interpreter had out his tablets, and Vns 
busy tailing notes, and if all the importunate inquiries of tlie governor had been responded to, 
his reporter would have enjoyed no sinecure. 

At the inlerriow, tlio original \tttcr of the President, together with the Commoiloro’s letter 
of credence, encased in tho magnificent boxes wJiich had been prejiaicd in Washiugton, were 
shown to his cxctllcncy, who was ciidcnrty greatly imprc^ised with their exquisite workmanship 
and costliness ; and he made an o0er for tho first time of water and refreshments, but was told 
that Iho squadron was in no need of anything. Tho governor was made to understand perfectly 
that there would ho no necessity for any further discussion until .tho time appointed for tho 
delivery of tho answer from tho Japanese government should arrive j and ho Ipft the ship fully 
impressed with this understanding.

The Commodore had, previously to the arrival of the governor, written the following letter to 
the Emperor. 

‘iUMTED SlATES SlEAM ErIGATE SuSQUEIIANNA, 

maga, Jidy 12, 1852. 

‘'The Commandei-in-chicf of the United States naval forces in these seas, heing inveeted with 
full powers to negotiate treaties, is deslrons of conferring with one of the highest olficers of the 
Empire of Japan, in view of making arrangements for the presentation of the original of his 
letter of credence, as also the original of a letter with which he is charged, adilrcssed to his 
Imperial Majesty by the President of the United States. 

“It is hoped that an early day will be appointed for the proposed interview. 

“To his Imperial Majesty the Emperor op Japan." 


The governor’s first statement was to tho cQcct that there had been a misapprehension as to 
the delivery of the translations of the papers before tbo originals hod been icceived. Although 
the Commodore was certain that there had been no such misunderstanding, nevertheless ho, on 
the second interview iu tho course of tho aaernoon, consented, ofter much discussion, to deliver 
the translations and originals, as also a letter from himself to tho Emperor, at tho same time, 
provided tho latter should appoint a suitablo officer to receive them directly from the hands of 
tho Commodore, who repeated that ho would consent to present them to no other than a Japanese 
dignitary of the highest rank. The governor then said that a building would ho erected on 
shore for the reception of the Commodoro and his suite, and that a high official personage, 
specially appointed by the Emperor , would bo in attcndanco to receive tho letters. He, however, 
added that no answer would ho giicn in tho bay of Yodo, but that it would bo transmitted to 
Nagasaki, through tho Dutch or Chineso superintendents. This being reported to tho Commo- 
dore, ho -wroto tho following memorandum and directed it to bo translated into Dutch, and fully 
explained to tho governer. ’

The guides in the Japanese boats jiomtctl to the landing place toward the centre of the cuned 
shore, whore a temporary wharf had been built out from the beach by means of bags of sand 
and straw. The advance boat soon touched the spot, and Captain Buchanan, wjio commanded 
the party, sprang ashore, being the 6rst of the Americans who landed in the Kingdom of 
Japan. Ho was immediately followed by Major Zeilio, of the marines. The rest of the boats 
now pulled in and disembarked their respective loads Tlio marines (one hundred) marched 
up the wharf and lormcd into line on cither side, facing the sea ; then came the hundred 
sailors, who were also ranged in rank and file as they advanced, while the two bands brought 
up the rear. The whole number of Americans, including sailors, marines, musicians, and 
olEcera, amounted to nearly three hundred; no very formidable array, but still (juite enough 
for a peaceful occasion, and composed of very vigorous, able-bodied men, who contrasted 
strongly with the smaller ar^ more effeminate looking Japanese. Xheao latter had mustered 
In groat force, the amount of which tho governor of Uraga statetl to bo five thousand ; but,'' 
seemingly, they far outnumbered that. Their lino extended around tho whole circuit of tho 
beach, ftom the forthcr extremity of the village to tho abrupt acclivity of tlie hill which 
botmded tho bay on the northern side ; while an immcnse'nmnber of tho sohlicrs thronged In, 
behind and under cover of tho cloth screens wliich strctcheil along the rear. Tho loose order of 
this Japanese army did not betoken any very great degree of discipline. The soldiois wcio 
tolerably well armed and o<iuipped Their uniform was very much like the ordinajy Japanesii 
dre&a.

point, he still pertinaciously’ insinuated all sorts of trivial objections to the Coiniiiodorc s plans 
Ho said that the coal would not be safe on shore, as the natives would probably steal it , m 
answer to which he was told that the government of Lew Chew would be held responsible for 
every lump of it The mayor was their ready with another objection, stating that tj’iihoon^ 
blew very severely on the island, and would no doubt sweep away the coal depot , and thus, to 
the very last, while forced to grant all that was asked, tho authorities still clung to their 
prevaricating policy, as if deceit was so much a part of their nature that they practiced it fer 
its own sake alone 

During the few days m winch the steamers remained at N^apha a party of the olBcers and 
artists of the expedition, at the suggestion of Commodore Perry , availed thcmscli cs of the occa 
Bion to visit the rums of the castle of Tima gusko The Commodore had requested tKeni to tabs 
their supplies with them, that they might be entuely independent of the natii cS for tlie satisfac 
tion of their wants They accordingly set out well iirovidcd with a supply of ship biscuit, and 
some American saU, which Japanese word was now iirctty generally accepted as the generic 
term for all that was intoxicating and potable Trusting to the general direction that the ca-sllc 
was situated at tho southern end of tho island, and constantly repeating with an interrogatory 
tone, whenever they met a native, the word **Ttma-gmlof the party proceeded on their avay 
Passing from tho littlo village, on tho southern side of Junk river, they got upon a narrow paved 
road lea ling eastward along its hanks By the way they reached a largo nllogo, whero they 
wore hospitably entertamed at tea, m a handsome Kun^-qua, embowered m fruit bearing liiuo 
trees, and succeeded in making friends with the Low Chowan host, and a patty of hw neighbors, 
who just dropped m to get a glance at the strangers, and to share m their supplies of ship 
biscmt and foreign saki, which wero liberally dispensed by tho American officers, and highly 
relished, as usual, by the Lew Chewans 

Tma-guskot T%ma-gu4lo1 which was about tho extent of tho limitcil vocabulary of tho 
Americans, sccincd quite intelligible, and the interrogatory repetition of the wor 1 was resj onJed

On the second evening after leaving Napha, as the Susquehanna and JIississii)pi 
proceeding on their course to Hong Hong, a sail was seen ahead in the dihtanco, steeling 
northeasterly direction. At firat theie were some doubts as to uhat she was, but these 
soon cleared up by the flashing of her guns, in the approaching darkness of the night, 
shoued that she was saluting the Commodore’s flag on the Susquehanna It uas now cettain 
that she was an American man-of-uar, and soon she was discovered to he the long-o\p‘-‘'^^‘^ 
Vandalia. As she lay to, the Susqneh.'inna steered toward her, making a .signal for 
commander to come on board, and soon a boat came off, bringing Captain Pope, who at 
reported to the Commodore. The voyage of the Vandalia had been a rcmarLahly fine 
having left PhiLadcliflua only on the fifth of March, touching at Rio Janciio by the uay 
commander brought the information of the arrival of the Powhatan from the United Stah'^ 
Hong Kong, and of her proposed departure for Lew Chew. Tliis luformation made 
Pen^' very anxious to reach port before tho sailing of tlic Powhatan, as her trip to tho 
would ho utterly useless, and tho consequent consumption of coal a serious loss to the 
stock of tho squadron.

poorer classes are accustomed to the use of hoilcil rice only, mixed with small proportions of 
dried fish, and occasionally with some simple condiments, and they consume enormous tjuau 
titles of this food, if they have the means of procuring it Dogs and cats, winch are carried 
about the streets for sale, must bo considered delicacies above the reach of the poorer classes, 
judging from the prices demanded for them Bats, mice, and other vermin, are also eagerly 
sought after, and arc made up into various sa\ory dishes To the families belonging to the fast 
boats attached to the ship a good fat rat was one of the most acceptable of jircscnts, wluch they 
cooked and served up with their rice, mnl ing a dish aery much liko the French one of Fotdd 
au nz in appearance , but as for the taste, that ipicstion must be referred to Chinese authorities, 
as no American or European has 5 ct been found, it is believed, to test it by actual experiincnt 
Those Chinese employed in the ships of the squadron have alwa^ 3 found the navy ration 
insufficient to satisfy their gluttony, notwithstanding thvtof the United States vessels is far 
more abundant and of better quality than the ration of the navj of any other country A mess of 
ten American seamen usually stop, each man, two rations, for winch they receive the commutation > 
in money The Chinese, however, although the most sordid of beings not only devoured the 
entire ration served out to them, but wont about the dccl s collecting what they could pick up 
from the leavings of the messes, and invariably beset the ship s cooks for the scrapings of the 
coppers 


The Chinese servants emiloyed in the Commodore s cabin ate, m miscellaneous food, including 
rice, bread, beef, pork, and the leavings of the table, three times as much as the other 
attendants In fact, the enormous quantities of rice they consumed, with whatever else they 
could seize upon, is almost incredible As for sugar and otlicr sweets, tbero would have boon 
no nd to then pilfering, if they had not been carefully watched by the steward This gross 
feeding exhibited its effects upon the Chinese servants, as it does upon dumb ammala, for they 
soon became fat and lazy 


Most of the Chinese servants employed m the Eniopean and American families settled m China 
engage to find their own food Their wages vary from four to ^ix and seven dollars per month, 
t e cooks, however, receive from seven to ten All articles for household consumption, in the 
oreign establishments, are procured through llio agency of a person called a wmprador, who 
ires t c servants, pays them their wages, and becomes security for their honesty, ho keeps a 
regular ^unt of the domestic expenditure, and settles with his emplojers at establislieil 
peno ical seasons In the largo mercantile cstnblishmeuts the profits of these compradors aro 
very considerable However ample a dinner may havo been furnisheil, it would bo difllcult to

All the Chinese women, in fact, pridt theinsUvcs very much on their goat-like hoofs, and have 
the greatest possible contempt for a natural foot Little girls are said to importune their mothers 
with, teats in their eyes to compress their feet, as promising them a higher position in society, 
although females of the lower oiders are frcq^ucntly ohserved mth the aristocratic Iioof, but these 
axe those who have, possibly, seen better days It is difficult for strangers to get a sight of these 
singular deformities, as the Chinese women manifest tho greatest reluctance to show them, but 
Dr Parker prevailed upon a girl of thirteen, who was a patient in his hospital, to unbandage m 
tbe presence of her mother, in order to satisfy tho curiosity of tho Commodore, who had qmto 
enough in one glance of that shapeless stump, winch appeared more like a specimen of bad surgery, 
such as Dr Parker would have been doubtless ashamed of, than, as the Chinese considered it, 
an elegance of fashion . 

These horrid hoofs aie very carefully looked after by tho Chinese women, and are swathed in 
gay bandages of all colors, and shod with a high heeled shoe, ricbly worked and adorned 

A fashionable ladies dressmaker m China, wbere all these in Jispensiblc servitors of fashion are 
males, is alwaj s greatly in demand among tho foreign ladies, and it is as necessary to bespeak 
lus services m time at Canton and Macao as it is those of a Miss Lawson in New York 
These man milliners generally require what they call a muster, or pattern, which they, 
with the usual Chinese mutative skill, reproduce csactly, whether of London, Pans or 
York fashion, and adapt it to any form or size It was by no means an agreeable sight, on 
passing one of the dark and dirty tailor shops at Macao, to behold the greasy and half naked 
Chinaman, late at night, busily plying his dirty fingers about a splendid female dress, destined 
to drape tbe graceful form of some beautiful woman at the coming ball or dinner party These 
male dressmakers are held in such estimation by those resident in China, that some few European 
and American ladies have been known, on leaving the country, to carry away a China man- 
nullmer With them 


Tho ordinary compensation for all operatives m Canton, who find their food, vanes from twelve 
to twenty cents a day Farm hands, when fed, receive six cents for twche hours work, being

people and. goieromcnt of these islands little is known, but it is presumed that tlicy are all 
fiuljcct to an mlermcdinte sovereignty between Low Chew and tho Empiro of Japan^ or possibly 
the Japanese jrmce of. Satsuma rius potentate is slated by Von Sithold to recena about 
2,240,000 guilders, or neatly ^000,000, annual!}, from the Lew Chew islands Oho-sima is m 
circumference nearly one hundred and filty English miles, and bears m its external aspect, 
"With its mountains and richly >crdmt valleys, a consnlerable resemblance to Great Lew Chew 
It IS lopresented bj various writers to bo thickly populated, having all tho advantages of cities, 
towns, \illaj,cs, and copmiodious ports It is surprising that it has never hitherto been visited 
Ly any Clixistian v oyager 

The Mijako-suna islands lure been more than onco nsited b} foreign vessels, and during tho 
progress of tho Japan expedition, by the Saratoga who<e officers described the inhabitants as 
being IQ language, manners, customs, and appearance, almost identical with the iieoj le of Lew 
Chew And it is reasonable to infer that this, in common ^th the other inhabited islands o 
the chain, has been peopled for many bumlrcds of years. The Alijako-sima grouji was ascer 
tamed to he governed h} officers appointed by the Ling and couu,c>l of Great Lew Chow; who 
are lre<iueutIy^ch3ngod, m conformity with the poLcy practised throughout Japan and its 
dependencies ^ ’ 

The Cleopatra islands aro only two in auroberj lying in close presimify to each other, and 
are small and, uninhibited They are cone*8hapcd, and endently of volcanw origin, tho craters 
Icing clearly visible, the larger one of which has been esumated at l,CoO feet in height The 
geographical position of all tins chain of islands, extending* from Formosa to Japan proper, 
would seem to be so arxaUg,ed ns to^smt the coovenve^ce oLthe commerce of the nuskilful 


Japanese navigators, who sail in their frail open^sterned vessels from island to^ island, always 
being careful to have a port under their lee, into which to escape on tho Jeast approach of foal 
weather *■ » . • ^ 

On entering^ upon thc^'llth ofrFebniary,ilho outer Bay of Yedo, or as it may ho more 
suitably termed, the Gulf ©rTcdo, including tho spaco embraced between Capo Kagatsuro on 
thevsest Capo'/berafama Capo.* King on the cast,* and 'Wodawara, Kamakura, and Capo 

Sagami on the m^rth, tho gte-imers encouattrwl a sciero Won from thonoylliwird and eastward 
They nero kept, however, duriug the nigut, under the Ice of Oho-sima^ (» e Great IsIanJ j 
and thus avoi led the greatest violence of thi talc.

European oud.ikmencan navigators ThatilcgJ ]/ 
should hare Icon hitherto unnoticed would not be at all remarkable, for few 6h,j ^ 
visited the southern and ea«terii coasts of Japan an 1 it is not rcasonahte to eij, 5 Xt ihat 
imperfect charts w hich have been compiled from the muigre mformaiiou furnuhed Ly R 
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Gore, luug, Ivruhcnstcrn, aud tlio three or four Auicricrii luid KnglUIi vessels which have vieUed 
the coast ^vUhiu ii few ycata bach, should ho in any manner correct. 

It is true that the Japanese, have cynstmefeJ charts, hut they are on a plan peculiar to 
themselves, and of little Ixuiefit to tin* hold navigators, with their large \ cssels, of Europe anJ, 
America. The Jaj>atvcsQ charts, \\ithont meridian or ami totally destihitc of any rccoj-^ 
of soundings, nro hardly of any use, except in their own timid navigation. i-Thc Jap.aTicsc nevcj^ 
venture, if they can possibly avoid it, boyond sight of laud, and always seize upon favorahlo 
seasons, wc.ither, and winds, for making their longest runs. Their junks sinrt the coasts. hy 
touching the land here and there, and going front islanA to isluml, and seldom wake a nm of ^ 
longer duration than twenty-four hours. The largest Japanese junks seen did not draw mOfo 
than eight feet of water, and, os has just been remarked, they run from port to port, invariably 
seeking shelter on occasions of adverse winds or appearances -of bad weather. Tbo pilotg 
familiar witli every rock upon the coast, need no charts^ and conduct their vessel^, in accordant .,3 
with their c.aiitioU3 navigation, with general ^.afety. Eie/y harbor, however small, is furnished 
With tomcnicnccs for securing the Japanese craft, holts being artificially made tluough tl^Q 
angles of tbo rocks for passing the cables, and wbeto this is not practicable, Upright pillars 
posts ore hewn or morticed m the stono, aud all chafinga of tbo moorings prov idcil against by a 
careful rounding and smoothing of the neighboring projections or detached parts. ^ 

On th? morning of thel2th of February tbo weather became more settled, and the ^tcamcra stood 
up the bay. The outUnca of the land were recognized froin the Cvimharity of the previous visit 
but a change had come over the face of tUo Inudwiapo, in conscuucnco of the dilTeionce of season. 
The lofty summit of Fusi-Yama waa distinctly visible as before, but was now completcly^clothov^ 
|q its winter garb of snow. The rich verdure of the surrounding land ItoJ lost its cheerful sun^. 
mcr aspect, and looked withered, hkak and spmbrc, Tho rising uplands wpte no Iquger repo, 
sing in their beds of green, shaded from a smnmer/s sun beneath spreading, groves^ but wer^ 
bare and deaolaW, while ^tho distant mountains stood chill m tliejt snowy draperj and^frowneij 
upon the iandsaipe. The wcatlicr was cold and blustering. Aa tho steamers approached tho hmd^ 
two vessels weto observed close in and apparently, at anchor. On^ approaching them it .wa^. 
discovered that they were tho ■iliiccil 0 nian..and Vandalia The^latter had a^signal displayec^ 
anuouaciiiK that the Macedonian was aground. It .was soon oscortamed that Captain Abbott^ , 
On the day previous, had mistaken the indentation in Jhe copsf.within which his s}jip. wa.‘- 
agrpund for the ontrauco to the passage to Uraga and Yedo jffe had, .'iqcordiugl^, on venturing 
too near the shore, grounded his vessel on a ledge of rocks, not, of couise, laid down upon the 
impenal chart w hicli he 'bad , said chart being notiiiog more than a copy of one of Von Siebold’s 
maps, which had been copied fiom the Japanese authorities, with a few notes upon ij, mad^ 
during the first, visit of the scpiadron to the Bay of Yedo. CSaptain Abbott, finding his ship in 
this dilemma, adopted the usual means of getUng her afloat by starting tbo water, making hej 
gnus ready for throwing overboard, and actually throwing. ovcr^tlKi fide, many miscellaneous 
articles. Oommandot Pope of the Vandalia, at thot'tirao in company, immediately anchored 
anikscnt his boats to the assistance of his consoci tho Macedonian. , , . 

'The fortunate arrival of Commodore Perry with his three steamers at once gave assurance of 
effectual aid. Commander Leo of the Slisslssipid was accordingly ordered to approach wjth his 
steamer as near as ha could safely venture to the ship on shore, aud run a couple of hawsers to 
her with tho view of hauling'bet off by tho poweTjOf^tcam This duty ho executed with his 
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usual promptitude and judgment,' and before night the ^faccdonian was toned into a safe 
anchorage, ileanwhile the other Tessele were brought to anchor for the might, having been 
joined on the same afternoon bj the Lisrington, which, it will be recollected, sailed from Xaplia 
iu companv with the ilaccdonian and Tandalia. ' In the course of the night a boat came along- 
side the Commotlore's flag-»,inp, having been dispatched by Lieutenant Commanding Boyle of 
the Southampton, nhich vessel, another of Captain Abhott's division, had arrived the da^-hefore 
at the American anchorage in the Bay of Tedo. 

Lieutenant Bojle had received information from the Japanese' anthonlies'that two ships had 
arrived off Kama-kiira, and that one of them was ashore, and very promptly and properly 
dispatcheil the launch of the Southampton, with l«o’ officers and a suitable crew, to render all 
practicable nssistance. ' 

The friendly disposition of the Japanese toward the Americans was handsomely illustrated 
by their ofiers of assistance as soon as the ilacedonian was observed ashore. Such, too, waa 
their courteous and scrupulous regard for tlic interests and property of their visitors, that they 
actnally took the trouble of sending to the squadron, then at a distance of twenty miles, a hogs- 
head of bituminous coal, which had been thrown oierboard on lightening the ship, and subse- 
quently’ washed ashore. • . 

JText niomiug (February* 13) after the ITacedomao had been relieved from her hazardous 
position, in thehLghtof Kawatsu, near Cama*kura, the whole squadron moiod up the Bay of 
Teda, sailing in a Uue ahead, the Lcsington, Vandalia, and Macedonian being in tow respect- 
ively of the Susquehanna, Powhatan, and dliasissippi. With the e.vperience of navigation 
acquired during the previous Visit, there was no occasion for the ships to feel their way, but they 
passed along the maguldccnt bay with conddence^ bringing into view at each turn various 
points of the land on either side, ivhich had now the aspect of familiar ground. 

The precipitous coasts of Sagami rose bleakly m the winter atmosphei^ on the left, while far 
inland could be seen the lofty ranges of the mouatains covered with snow, and the high ixtakof 
Fusi-Yama, about the lofty summit of which the clonds were scuddmg in rccUess successiion. / 
‘There was the d,istaDt coast of A'l a, some twelve miles away on the opposite side, and along the 
shores every w here were the numberless villages *t»d towns, though snugly reposing under the 
cover of the high land which rose behind them, yet looking desolate and exposed, in comparison 
with their former a«ii«t of rural comfort when nesllmg in the full-leaied groves of summer. 
Abreast was the town of Gonhama, the scene of tbe delivery of the President’s letter, and in 
front extended out from the land the promoDlory of Uraga, si ith its hannlcbS forts, and as the 
ships doubled it and came abreast the cityi numerous government boats, with their athletic 
oarsmen sculling vigorously, and their little striped flags fluttering in theVind, pushed off to 
intercept the squadron, as on the previous visit The Japanese offiaals, however, who had 
risen from their places nudsbq’s, and seemed to be directing their boats towards the squadron 
were named off, and the strangers moved majestically on, with their train of formidable mcn- 
of-war, without altering their course a line, or hngcring a moment in their speed until they 
reached the anchorage, at three o'clock in the afternoon, (F ebruary 13 ) The government boats 
were left in the distance, but were seen sciiUing rapidly along and following in the wake of the 
squadron 

The position in which tbe threo steamers and the four ships, including the Southampton, 
which had preceded the squadron, had anchored was named, m the previous visit, the “American 
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anchorage. ” It is within the bight embraced within two boll hcatlhmUj about twchc miles

As. tho Commodoro had had an opportunity 
when nuchored utT Kama kura, while engaged in the extricatioa of tho HTucedoniaa Horn her 
perilous p>osiUou, ot seeing cuongh of that pi wo to satisf) him Umt it would bo absurd to take 
tho uliips there, and os ho sin<p<xted some artful design on the part of tho Japaueso, when 
informed tlul Kama kura had hccu specified, ho directed Captain Adims to say that it was 
altogether unsuitahle Cajitain Adams then conveyed this informatiou to tho Japanese, with 
the statcuicut that neither Ur iga nor Kama kun were proj>cr places, as they wcio so distant 
and so insecure os harbors, and that some other lorality must be selected. Tho Japanese then 
proposal that Captain Adams should go down to TJraga and confei with tho liigh officer there 
about the place of meeting, when they were told that it would bo necessary to recono tho 
instructions of llic Comiuodoro beforo i reply could ho given on that point 

Tlic Coinmodoro 8 secretary, who ^ros prewmt at tho interview, vras then dispatched to tho 
Susfpuchanna The eccrolat) soon returned with the answer that tho Commodore would neither 
go to tJraga, nor allow auj of his ofticers to do so, hut that Captain Adams would be permitted 
to meet any of the high Jnpancso dignitaries on the shore, near the anchorage of the 8q.uadron, 
to couftr upon tho sulject of a piroper ploeo of meeting, hut that it was an essential condition 
of the Commodore s consent that the ilacc should not he remote from his present position 
Tho Japanese oihcials, notwithstandiDg tho very explicit answer, which was duly conveyed m 
Dutch by llr Portman to Tatanoskc, (who, os oa Uio first visit, was one of tho attendant inter 
preters,) and by him lutciprctcd to his sujwriora, still jwrtiuaciously clung to their original 
proposition, and urged tho necessity of makmg Uraga the {dace of meeting As they still 2 >er 
sistcd in their wcarisomo eflorts to carry thmr point. Captain Adams cut the matter short by 
iellittg them to put in writing Bioir objections to holding tho interview m tho neighborJiood of 
tlio American, anchorage, to which the Japanese assented, on tho condition that Captain Adams 
w ould answ er a written iiuestion which they were about to ask This being granted, Toksura, 
the second interpreter, having conferred for a moment with his superiors, wrote down in Dutch 
the proposed question, which was transdated by the Aaierman inteipreter, 3& Portman “As 
421 
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the President s letter was received at Gorahama, near Uraga, why are you not wilhog to receive 
the ans^\ er there ? Captain Adama answered that he did not know jirecisely all the Commo- 
dore s reasons, hut the principal one was that the anchorage was very unsafe 

The Japanese now seemed somewhat trouhled, as if they feared that the Americans were 
disposed to assume a hostile attitude, and asked, \i ith some anxietj , whether the Commodore was 
actuated by the same friendly feelings as the Japanese government Captain Adams did all m 
his power to reassure them, and declared that the Americans were actuated hy no other motives 
than those of friendship and that their greatest desire was to he in relations of peace and amity 
with Japan, and that their chief object in refusing their assent to the Japanese propositions was 
the fear of endangermg the lives of the officers and crews and the safety of the ships by resorting 
to an insecure place The Japanese reiterated, several times, that a high officer would come to 
arrange all business with the Commodore, hut that ho could not arm e for several days Upon 
its being proposed that he should come on hoard the ships, the J ipanesc declared that that was 
quite impossible , and then Captain A suggested that, as it was the custom to transact all 
public business at the metropolis, tlie Commodore should go to Yedo The last suggestion was 
opposed hy the very emphatic remark “ You cannot be received at Yedo ’ 

The Japanese now requested that the boats of the squadron should bo prohibited from landing 
or surveying the harbor, and were told that could not bo promised, but tliat the Commodore 
should he informed of the request After the usual refreshments — tea, wine, cakes, and segars— 
of which the Japanese alwaj s freely partook, and the ordinary interchange of compliments, they 
prepared to take their departure, saying, as they Icfr, that it nould take some sis or seven dajs 
before they could bring any decision from the high officer in regard to the place of meeting, but 
promising the earliest dispatch 

A surveying party bad been organized on the second day of the arrival of tlio squadron, under 
the command of Lieutenant Maury, and ordered to commence operations, which were effectively 
earned out There were no positive interruptions on the part of the Japanese authorities, but 
they evidently looked upon the proceeding with jealous anviety, and that tho subject was 
uppermost m their mind is clear, from tho constant allusion to it m their various conferences with 
tho American officers The Commodore, howcur, folly alive to the importance of thoroughly 
sun eying the bay, not only for the convenience of tho immcdioto purposes of tho expedition but 
for the future interests of the United States, and, wo may add, those of the >Yhole civilized ii orld, 
was resolved to omit no opportunity of obtaining a thorough kiiottlcd^o of tho navigation of tho 
bay, and thns complete the hydrographical reports and charts, which are now among tho by no 
means least valuable results of tho eipcililion The surveying boats were accordingly kept 
busy day after day, and tho protestations of tho Japanese authorities, though courteously 
listened to, \Hcro alwajs met with tho assertion of tho resolute determination of the CominoJoro 
to prosecute what he believed bo essential to tho full dcveloj raent of tho objects of his mission 
It was now the fourteenth of lebruary, a day which was recorded m tho logs as cold and 
blustering, but with an atmosi hero J crfcctly clear Tho laud just off the shij s, the jiromon 
tones to tho north an I south, and tl e opposite shore, showed a clear an I distinct wintry aspect,

It was ou this day (Dchruary 18th) that Uio Commodore transferred Ins broad pennant to the 
Powhatan Tho suricjing boats, ns usual, were busily occupied on duty, hub had changed 
their sceno of operations further toward Yedo Tho Southampton followed m their wake, m 
order to facilitate tho work of tho suricjors, who had hitherto lost much time by being obliged 
to return, after a day a labor, a great distance to the sjuaJron The surveying party was now, 
by being immediately followed by a ship, enablcil to go ou board of her at iiiglit, without losing 
time, whicb it was necessary to economise, m order fully to complcto tho cstcnsivo obbcrvntions 
they had m view , 

Tho next day was Sunday, (Tebruary lOtli,) but tho Joimncbo ofllaals, notwithstanding, camo 
on board tho Powhatan as usual They were told that it was a day sot apart by tho Americans 
as tbeir Sabbath, but that if they had aa3tluiig tosay, they would bo listened to, m coaBiderntion 
of tho long distance and mclcmcnt weather through which they bad come They brought with 
them a large quantity of vegetables, oranges, fowls, eggs, and various sweetened conActions, 
which they courteously oiFcred as a present to the Coniinodore, with a luud inquiry after liis 
health These were received upon their expccbsing a willingness to receive sometlung in return, 
and they accordingly were prcsentwl with some ship s bread and a box of tea , the tTaj ancso 
remarked, as they received them, they bad given eatables only, and that it was a Japanese 
custom to receive eatables only in return Upon being aske I whether the Commodore s propo- 
sitions had been laid before the bigb officer, the officials replied that they had, and that he 
desired to confer about the President s letter at Utaga Tho Commodores objections against 
gomg to Uraga were again resolutely pressed, but the Japancso merely answered, that that 
place had been selected by tho order of the Emperor Captam Adams distinctly declared, that 
if the Commodore did not receive a favorable answer to his request fbr an interview witli the 
high officer near his present anchorage, by the subsequent Tuesday, (Tebruary 21st,) “ho 
would then know what to do The Japanese official still reiterated that it was the Emperor 8 
order that the interview should be held at Uraga Tho nest day there was another visit with 
tho usual ceremonies, and a present of oysters for the Commodore 

The Japanese brought with them a short dispatch from the hi^h commissioners, atldressed 
to the Commodore, written in Japancso ami Dutch, stating their instructious from the govern- 
ment The translation is as follows 

‘ Wo are compelled by the order of the Emperor to meet the ambassador of tho President of 
tho United States of America either at Kama kura or Uraga 
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“In tliCi mlonm wo sliall UlL nbout Hio ncgotinlions of commerco and flio mflucnco il mnst 
oacrci-o upon llio ncll-Riug of tlio Jal.anL >0 nntl American nations It is out Of tlio question 
now This IS all accorilmg to truth ” 

Tins ilocuiiiont Imv.ng boon laid beforo llio Commodore, bo siibnntte.1 tlio following answer 
“Tim Commodore, for Ibo reasons before given, cannot return to Uraga His iiislrucliona 

aro to rccoivotbo answer of llio Hinreror to the President's letter at yedo ” 

The Jaiianese having receiied and iiemscd flic ansner attentiacly, conferred with each other, 
and then riromised that it should l«i submitted to the high ofheer Caldain Adams now informed 
them that it was hi. intention, under orders, to go down to Uraga the neat day to declare in 
imrson to the high otlicer Mhat had just been delivered m wr.bng from the Commodore The 
Jniiancso seemed aery ana.ou, to know rf ho aaonid bo accompanied b, a very largo partv, an 
seemed quite lram.i.l.rc.1 when told that flioro would bo a few officers only Tliej promised 
that a biat sboidd be lll rea lines., and all other preparation, made fm tl.o reception In bo 
eonrso of a general eonversalion they were told that tho fo lowing Wednesday would be the 
anniversary of Washington s birthday, and Uiat a salulo would, m consequence, bo fired They 
seemed perfectly awinainted with the name of the great father of our eountrj, and expressed a 
desire to partieipate m eelohraliag the oeeasioa, mikiag to be permitted e com. off t »e the 
mm, fired Thej were, of course, iml.lely mviled, and requested to bring tlieir ladies with them , 
L latter part of the invitation they, bowercr, jeered at as a very amimng but qmlo an

It was calm m thd morning, but before llit Vtmdnlia had rcichc«I Uraga a strong galo from 
the southwest, and directly ahead, preveulc'd her from reaching the i ort, niid made it necessary 
for her to anchor under Point Ruhicon * Ciptaiu Adams, iccordin^ly, was not enabled to land, 
until tho succccding^day It being the twenty second of lehruary, Washington a hirthday, the 
Vandalin comracncctl at noon firing n sduto m honor of tho occasion, and amidst the salvo of 


artillery Captain Adams left the ship, occompamed by a score of oflicers and attendants, and 
landed at TJraga, wl ere they were met by a largo party of Jaj anese officials, who conducted 
them to a wooden pavilion, which evidently had been but lately constructed 

Captain Adams and his suite were ushered into a large hall some fifty feet long and forty

The Americans were invited, on entering, to tale their scats on the left hand, which is 
esteemed hy the Japanese the place of honor , this they had no sooner done than the Japanese 
pnncc, accompanied hy two other high dignitaries, entered the hall, through a curtamed 
opening which led into another compartment As soon as those dignitaries presented them 
selves, the governor of Uraga, the interpreters, and vnrions Japanese subordinates, who had 
accompanied tho Ameneans, dropped at once upon their luces— a position they rciamed 
throughout the mterview-and hewed Oieir heads to tUo ground Tho prmoe and hi, two 
associates tool their seats on the right, opposite to the Ameneno officers, nod n file of Japanese 
soldier,, amounting to half a hundred, marched m aad ranged themselves, on their knees, 
hehind the three dignitaries, in the space between their hacks and the waU 

The prince, with his rohes of richly embroidered silk, hi. fine presence, hi, hcncvolent and 
intelligent face, and Ills courtly manners, made audo an imposing appearance 

no first addressed Captain Adams, rising aa bo spoke, and eiprcsscd his pleasure at soomg 
lum His mtorprelers translated his Japanese into Dutch, which was then rcpcate 1 m English 
hy tho American interpreter, Mr Portman The audience then commenced form, and was 
condneled throughout with the most friendly expression of feeling on both sides 

Caplam Adams eommcnced by slating, that it was quite evident that Uraga was “ r^Por 
place for the ship,, since tho anchorage was so much exposed The Japanese ropl.cj, that it 
had been ordered hy tho Emperor to receive the Admiral there, and to deliver the answer to 
the President s letter there Captain Adams, without ol tho moment pus lirng thm .uhj« 
further, handed his card to tho prioce, nod rcqoesled hrs m rcturo He was told that ho should 
have It lu a few minutes, when the Japanese prmce, requesting to he excused for a cw moments, 
cZd through the curtained door intoan ndjmient apartment In the meantime the a tendants 
handed round tea, in small China cup. handsomely adorned, an 1 born, upon wooden tray, 
hoautifnlly lacqne;ed The Japanese interpreter, npologlsed for the meagreue« of the repast 
and enleri Zo an informal conversnti.n. in the course of which they asked for tho o.mc. of 
tho Amcriean officer, who were present, and inquired whether they were aatisfied with Hragn

This subject was npiermost in their minds, and they seemed resolved to pres, ,t on a 1 
occasions, L tberwere very desirous ofircvenlms any nearer aiproach o tho ^juadrou to 
Ldo Is^mg inslrnctcJ, no donht, to attempt to aeeomphsh ilm 1 urpo.e at all baranl.

The ptmee and his two coadjutors now retued to consider the Commodore s letter In tho 
meantime refreshments were presented, consibtmg of tea, of a caLe rcsembUng our sponge cate, 
candy, various fruits, and their sahi 

A general conversation ensued in regard to tho huildmg which the Japanese said had been 
especially constructed for the meetmg with the Commodore, the depth of the harhor, and other 
points of no material interest 

The Japanese interpreters, in answer to tho objections urged against tho security of the pdif 
of Uraga, insisted that it was perfectly safe, and requested Captain Adams to make a survey of 
it, m order to convince himself, and again and again earnestly urged upon him to entreat the 
Commodore to bring his ships there, and meet tho Jaiianese high ofheers, who had been ajipointcd 
to treat with him , saymg that if ha would come the whole treaty might he arranged before nigh<^ 
Captain Adams, in answer, said that he would mform the Commodore, when the conversatK’^ 
was interrupted by the reappearance of the three Japanese high dignitaries Upon cutcruJg 
thej announced that they had carcfuUj perused the Commodore s letter three or four times, hut 
wore not prepared to givo an answer, as they would be obliged to consult tbo other high oflicers 
appointed by tbo Emperor, and who wore now in waiting at Uraga On being askod when tho 
answer would bo ready, they appomtcil tbo third day after tho interview Capkim Adanjs 
strove to impress npon them the necessity of disxiatcli, in consequence of the insecurity of tUo 
ship m the prevailing stormy weather at Uraga, and of o\plicitncsa m their answer, ns tho 
Commodore was anxious to hung matters to a conclusion, and to scud to America one of hi^ 
ships to report progress in the negotiations, and prevent others from coming out Tho confef" 
ence now being at an end, the pnneo and his comljutors bowed politely and rLtircd

The arrival of Captain Adams was soon followed hy that of Keyama Tezaiman, the governor 
of Uraga, who made his appearance with the alleged object of receiving a reply to the high 
officer 8 letter, hut, as it will appear, for another purpose Teeaiman commenced hy inquiring 
whether the Commodore was still determined not to return to Uraga, and being answered in 
the affirmative, he again offered supplies, and was again told that wood and water would 
he received Tezaimen replied that these articles would be cheerfully furnished, but that they 
could onlj be obtained at Uraga He was then informed that it was a matter of indifference 
whence they came, but that the Commodore would not go to Uraga, and if the Japanese did not 
bring water to the ships, the Commodore would send on sheen and procure it by some means 
Pinding that the Commodore was iiomovablo in purpose, and evidently inclined to approach 
nearer to Yedo, Tczaimau suddenly abandoned the previously pretended ultimatum of the 
Japanese commissioners, as to the place of meeting, and suggested a spot m the immediate 
neighborhood of the village of Yohu Hama, directly opiiosite to wliere the ships then were 
anchored •, 

Thus, after having interposed for the last ten days all possible objections to the squadron's 
moving further up the bay, and having used every inducement to prevail upon the Commodore 
to return to Uraga, they suddenly abandoned the position from which they had so frequently 
declared they could not possibly be moved • They had discovered that the Commodore was not 
to he shahen from his resolution, and finding that the ships had already approached within 
eight miles of their capital, they thought it politic to stop them there, while it was practicable, 
hy a conciliatory concession 

'Iho motive of the Commodore for thus persisting, with what may seem obstinacy, in bis 
determination not to go to Uraga, is best explained hy himself In. his communication to the 
honorable Secretary, on this subject, bo thus writes 

“ I was convinced that if I receded in the least from the position first assumed by mo, it would 
be considered by the Japanese an adiantngo gaiiictl, and, finding that 1 could ho induced to 
change a j redetermined intention in ono instance, they might rely on prciailing on mo, hy dint 
of pcrscicrancc, to waicr m most other coses pending the negotiations , therefore, it seemed to 
bi the true policy to hold out at all hazards, and rather to establish for mjgelf a character lor 
unreasonable obstinacy, tlian that of a yielding di 8 | 06 itton 1 knew that upon the impression 
thus tormed by them would in a measure Iiingo the tenor of our future ncgutiutiotis , nod the 
sequel w lU show th it Iwas right in my conclusions Indeed, in coiiluctmg all my buoincss 
with these very sagacious and deceitful people, 1 have found it profitable to bring to mj aid 
the cipencnco giiuieil informer and by no means bunted intcrcourso with thu inhahitants of 
striiD^Q lands, eiMlizml an I barbarian, and this txperitnto has admonished mo that, with 
I>eoj Ic of forms, it is ueccswiry either to set all cercuiony aside, or to out Herod Herod in a»sunie-d 
personal cousoquuncu and ostcntatiuo ' 
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“ I have adopted tlio two extremes— by an exiibition of great pomp, when it conld properly 
be displayed, and by avoiding it, when snob pomp would be inconsistent with the spirit of oiir 
institutions, and by resolving never to recognise, on any occasion, the slightest personal 
superiority, always meeting the Japanese officials, however exalted their rank, with perfect 
eoinlity, whilst those of comparative distinction, of their own nation, were crmging and 
ineelin- to them, and from motives of policy, and to give greater importance to my own 
position" I have hitherto studiously kept myself aloof from intercourse with any of the subordi- 
^Ics of the court, making it known that I would commnnioato with none but the princes 
of the Empire Up to this time, I have succeeded far heyond my expectation, m maintaining 
this extreme point of diplomaey, and, as I helievc, to very great advantage 

.■It isprobable that arrogance may be charged against me for persisting as I did, and against 
the judgment of all about me, in changing the place of conference, and thus cempelhng fear 
princes of the Empire to follow the siuadion, and siihjecl.ng the government to the trenbl. and 
Lpense of erecting another building . hut I was simply adhering a course of policy deter- 
mined on after mature reaection, and which had hitherto worked so well

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The surveying boats had been kept busy during the progress of all this negotiation, and 
immodiatelj after the Commodore luad signified his intention of accepting the proposition of tho 
Japanese offering Toku hatna as the place of meeting, the party of sunejors returned to tho 
Poi'hatan, ahd reported that they had found sii fathoms of water witUm four rr five miles of 
Yedo This near approach to their capital was supposed to be the clue to the sudden change in 
the policy of the Japanese, as they doubtless feared that the Commodore would proceed at once 
to execute his threat of moving his squadron to Yedo, if the authorities still persisted lu their 
demands for him to return to Uraga 

The Japanese now commenced constructing at once a wooden building for the proposed 
conference, aud great numbers of workmen were seen busily engaged in bringing materials and 
putting them together in the form of a largo aud irregular structure The ship s boats wero 
scut out to examine the auchorage opposite the place, and tho Commodore, after receiving a 
favorable report, directed (February 27) the squadron to be moored m a lino abreast, and within 
a mile of Y^oku hama, covering with their guns an evteut of shore of five miles Captains 
Fuchanau and Adams went ashore, soon after the anchoring of the slups, to see the bmldings 
in ptogrcHs of erection, and to mstcivct the Japancto workmen how to make tho wharf foe tho 
landing of the Connuoduro and lus party Accordingly, when Yczumaii came on board tlio 
Powhatan, on March dd, lie alluded with some cxprcssiou of anxiety to tho fact of some of 
the Americans having lauded, fearing, he said, lest some trouble might ensuo, if tins should bo 
continued, between our people and the natives Aa soon, bovrever, as bo was told the purpose 
of the visit, aud of the Commodore s order that no one of his men should be allowed to land, 
ho seemed satisfied

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a moment the tedium of their life. The Saratoga had experienced Ter 7 severe weather, which 
those in the sq^uadron, although sheltered in a safe anchorage, could readily understand, for the 
season, even in the hay, had given evidence enough of its rude inclemency. Frequently the 
wind was so* high and the waters of the hay bo disturbed, that the surveying boats were obliged 
to intermit their labors. The frequent recurrence of rain, alternating with an occasional snow- 
storm, and a cold temperature more penetrating to the sensations, from its moisture, gave all a 
very disagreeable experience of a Japan winter. The hard-working Japanese boatmen seemed 
alone insensible to the weather, and, as they worked vigorously at their long sculls, sung 
cheerily, as if their half-naked bodies were as much proof against cold wind and boisterous 
weather, as their tight built craft. 

According to agreement, Sam Patch was brought forward aud presented to the Japanese 
of&cials, and no sooner did he behold these dignitaries than ho prostrated himself at once, 
apparently completely awe-stricken. Sam had been frequently laughed at during the voyage 
by his messmates, and teazed by statements of the danger to which his head would bo exposed 
on his arrival in his own country, and the poor fellow possibly thought his last hour had come. 
Captain Adams ordered him to rise from his knees, upon which he was crouching with the 
most abject fear and trembling in every limb. He was reminded that he was on hoard an 
American man-of-war, perfectly safe as one of her crew, and had nothing to fear ; but it being 
found impossible .to reassure him while in the presence of bis countrymen, he was soon 
dismissed. But more of Sam hereafter. 

The eighth of March had been appointed by the Commodore as the day for the conference 
ashore ; and, as crowds of Japanese laborers kept busily at work upon the building, there seemed 
every prospect of its being ready in time. 'When the building was finished, the usual Japanese 
deputation, headed by Tezaiman, came off to tbe Powhatan, and, announcing the fact, asked if 
the Admiral would be ready to land on the next day, (March 8 ) They were ^old that, provided 
the weather should bo suitable, the Commodore and his party would leave the squadron at twelro 
o’clock on the morrow. Yczaiman entered into some preliminary explanations in regard to the 
ceremonies on the occasion. He asked tbe number and names of all the ofiiccrs in the squadron, 
with the purpose, at he said, of pcorfding presents fi»r each. Upon being asked whether the 
chief of the commissioners appointed to negotiate with the Commodore was next in rank to the 
Hmperor, Yczaiman answered that ho was, and at the same tunc corrected a previous statement 
saying that, instead of four dignitaries in addition to the high commissioner, there would bo 
five. With the usual courtly assurances of kindly feeling, Ycraiman^and his suito took 
leave, saying, as ho departed, that lio would send a person on board next day to conduct the 
Commodore and his party to the laud.

one of these numerous and populous Tillages, and Is 
situated at the bead of a hay called on the Americoa 
charts “Yoku hama Bay,' which is formed by Point 
Hope, on the southeast, and the neck of land extending northeast from Kanagawa to tho suburb 
of the city of Yedo, termed SinapSwa, and near to which the junLs resorting to tho capital 
usually anchor At the position in front of ToLu hama there was just sufficient room to anchor 
in a Uue of battle tho whole siuadron, the guns of tiie sorcral ships commanding an extent 
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of shore equal to their entire range It wn? in tins position that the Conimodoro had placed 
Ina nme ships — the steam frigates, the Powhatan, which was the flag ship, the Susquehanpa, 
and the ilississippi, and the sailing ships, the Macedonian, the Vandalia, the Saratoga, 
Southampton, the Lexington, and the Supply, the latter having suhsequcutly joined the 
squadron * 

Kanagawa is quite a large town, and wafi the residence of the Japanese commissioners 
pending the negotiations of tho treaty, and it would have been selected hy Commodore Perry 
for the place of conference, had it not been for the impossibility of the ships approachiOff 
vritluu gunshot of its front towards the bay He therefore preferred to select Yoku hama, to 
confirm the cboice of Captains Buchanan and Adams, who had been sent to examine and report 
upon the most eligible anchorage for the squadron 

The building erected for the accommodation of the Japanese commissioners and tho Commo- 
dore, and tho numerous persona in attendance, and which was called by tho Americans tbo 
" tieaty house, ’ was placed upon a level plain near to tho shore, and contiguous to the viilago 
of Yoku hama, being distant from Kanagawa three, from the southern suburb of tho capital 
five, and from Yedo itself probably nine miles The treaty house had been hastily erected of 
unpaintcd pine wood, with peaked roofs, and covered a large extent of ground, having a 
reception hall of from forty to sixty feet m area, and several adjoining apartments and offices 
Prom each side extended yellow canvas screens dmded into panel like squares hy black painted 
stripes On the exterior walls of the building was spread a dark cloth, upon which was 
represented in bright colors some device which was said to be tbe arms of tho third commiS" 
fiioncr, Izawa, prince of Mimasaki 

At an early hour on the 8th. of March, the day appointed for the conference with the 
Japanese commissioners, there was an unusual stir ashore preparatory to tho ceremonies of the 
occasion The Japanese workmen were busily engaged in adornmg tho treaty house with 
streamers and other gay paraphernalia Two poles were erected, one on eitlier side of the 
entrance, to which were hung long oblong banuers Of white cotton cloth with a bright red 
stripe across the centre On the ^leaked roof of the building was ploced a tall staff, surmounted 
with a ci.rcala.r otuarucut an shape Ukc tho upper part q€ a chandelier, fronl wliicli was suspended 
a hea\y silken tassel In the preparation of the place it had been surrounded by the usual 
enclosure of cloth, which, completely eixladcd it from the view of those without, an 1, in fact, 
seemed to enclose it within a sort of prison yard The Commodore, who saw tins arrangement 
from Ins ship before ho landed, immediately sent an oflicer on shore to demand what it meantj 
and, lu answer to some frivolous pretext about presenting intrusion and doing honor to tlio 
occasion, informed tho Jaianeso that ho would forego the honor, and that, nnt*I it wa3 
conipletcly removed, he could not think, of landing It was immediately taken down by tlio 
Ja][ aticso 

Bunds of flag bearers, musicians and pikcmen manoeuvred m order hero and there, glistening 
with their lacquered caps, bright colored costumes, crimson streamers, showy emblazonry, and 
burmsbed shears Tlitro was no great military display as on tho first visit at Qora hama, and 
tho few wrbo bad the look of sol litrs were merely a small body guard, coinj used of tbo retainers

trowsers and white frocks The musicians were each to be supplied ith cutlass and pistol, and

At half past eleven o clod the escort, consisting Of about five hundred ofheers, seamen and 
marines, fulij armed, cmbarl cd in twenty se\en boats, under the command of Commander 
Budianan, and forming a lino abreast, pulled m good older to the shore ^Vhen the escort 
had 1 inded, the marines were drawn up in a hollow square, leaving a wide open space between

Morjann Ycnoshc was the principal interpreter who officiated on the occasion the same man 
who figured so conspicuously during the aisit of Cvptani Glynn in the Preble As soon ns the 
commissioners had tal en their seats, Tenosko tool his position on Ins 1 necs, at the feet of 
Hajashi, the chief, an I humbly awaited his oiders The Japanese are nc\er forgetful of the 
resicct which thej think duo to rani, an! giaduate their ohcisanco accorling to its degrees 
Fiom the Emperor to the lowest subject m the icalm there is a constant succession of 
prostrations The former, in want of a human being superior to himself in rank, hows humbly 
to some Pagan idol and caerj one of bis subjects from prince to je sant, has some person 
before whom he is b und to ennge and cioucb m the dirt One is reminded, as he looks upon a 
universal nation on their knees insinpliance bent, of a fa\onte amusement of childhood, 
where a number of blocks are placed on end in a low one sho\es the other, and the first being 
knocked down topples over the second, and so on in snccession until all are tumbled upon the 
ground The crouebing position m which an inferior j laces himself when m the presence of 
his superior in rank seems very easy to a Japanese, but would be veiy difficult and painful for 
one to assume who had not been accustomed to it The ordinary mode pursued is to drop on 
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*the knees, cross the feet, and turn up the heels, with the toes, mstep, and calves of the legs 
brought together into close contact • 

Sometimes it is mere squatting down with the soles firm upon the gronncl, the knees bent, and 
the body crouched low Yenoske was quite an adept m these manceuvres, as were his coadjutors, 
and especially the prefect, Kura kawa kahei, who was one of the subordinate functionaries 
present during the conference They all showed a wonderfol elasticity of muscle and snppleness 
of joint which could only have been acquired by long practice, and reminded one of those skilful 
contortionists or clowns, who exhibit their caoutchouc accomplishments to the wonderment of 
the spectators These worthies, humble as they were m the augu«:t presence of the commis- 
sioners, had their worshippers in turn, who were more humble still, and who outdid tkem, even, 
m their bowings and prostrations Every Japanese is thus by turns master andsla^e, now 
submissively with his neck beneath the foot of one, and again haughtily with his foot upon 
the neck of another The commissioners, after a momentary silence, spoke a word to the 
prostrate Yenoske, who listened an instant, with downcast eyes, and then by a skilful 
mantBUvre, still upon his knees, moved toward the commissioners' interpreter, and having com- 
municated his message, which proved to be merely the ordinary compliments, with an inquiry 
after the health of the Commodore and his officers, returned with an appropriate answer to lus 
former position Au interchange of various polite messages having been thus borne backward 
and forward for several minutes, through the medium of the humble but useful Yenoske, 
refreshments, consisting of the invariable pipe, tea in porcelain cups, served on lacquered 
trays, cakes, and some confectionary were banded round 

It was now proposed by the commissioners that an adjournment should take place to another 
room, which they stated would accommodate comfortably about ten persons Accordingly, the 
Commodore having assented, he, accompanied by the captain of the fleet, lus two interpreters 
and secretary, were conducted into another and much smaller room, tbo entrance to which was 
only separated from the principal ball by a blue silk flag, orDamented in the centre with the 
embroidered arms of Japan On entering, the commissioners were found already scaled on the 
nght, they having withdrawn previously to the Commodore, and arranged themsches m rank 
upon one of the red divans, which extended along the sides of the apartment 

The Commodore and his party took their seats on the left, and business commenced, tho 
commissioners having preliminarily staled that it was a Japanese custom to sjicaL slowly 
They were cvidentl) very anxious to proceed with delihcratjon, and weigh every word with tho 
exactness of cautious diplomatists 

The chief commissioner now banded tho Commodore n long roll of paper, which proved to bo 
an answer to tho President a letter, delivered on the previous visit at Gon hama m July 

Ih-aaflahOTV 0/ anstcer to the leUer cf Oe President to the Emperor of Jo/xm 
“Tlie return of your excellency, os ambassador of the Unital States to this Empire, has Iwen , 
expected according to tho letter of his Majesty the President, which letter your excellency 
delivered last j cor to his Majesty tho Emperor of this Empire 

“It IS quite impo'siUo to give satisfactory answers at once to all tho proposals of your 
goicrnmcnt, as it is most jwsiUviIy forhiddtuby tlio laws of our Imiknal ancestors, hut for us 
to continue attached to tho ancient laws, seems to misunJtrstsnJ the spirit of the ago , Low- 
c\cr, we are governed now by uujieratne necessity 
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Aa an omlcnco of tho friendly intentions of the President, and to jmj tlic highest honor to his 
Imperial Majesty, ho has sent mo in command of i number of ships— to be inert ased by others 
>>hich arc to follow— not onlj to boar to his Majtslj the letter which I ha\t alrcacU presented, 
but to evince, by e%try suitable act of 1 indncss, the coulial ftLlings entertained by bim towards 
Japan , 

Hiat there might bo suibeient time alloivcd for a full consideration of the just and reasonable 
demands of tUo President, I took upon myself to withdraw the ships m July last from tho coast, 
and have now, after an abscnco of se\en months, returncil, m tho full c-\pcctation of a most 
satisfactorj arrangement , 

Another proof of the friendly disposition of tho Picsidcnt has been given in liis sending for 
exhibition to the Imperial court thico of tho magnificent steamers of the Umltd Stated, of which 
there are many tlunisands, largo and small, in Amtricj , an I he has also sent, for prcsecfatioa 
to the Emperor, manj specimens of the most useful inveotion*’ of our country 

Therefore, after all these demonstrations of good will, it would bo strange if the Japanese 
government did not seize upon this very fatorable occasion to secure a fncndlj intercourse with 
a people anxious to prevent, by wise and prudent foresight, all causes of future luisunderstandmg 
and strife 

It -will be observed that there is no western nation so intimately connected with the peace and 
welfare of Japan as the United States, a part of whose territorj lies opposite the Irapcrral coast, 
and whoso commerce covers the Pacidc ocean and Japan seas , not less than file hundred largo 
ships being engaged exclusively m those regions m pursuit of whales, the crews of many of 
which suffer for want of water and other refreshments, and it would seem nothing more than 
common humanity to receive those who may seek shelter in the ports of Jap<|n with kindness 
and hospitality 

The government of China has derived much benefit from its treat} ivitli the United States 
The purchase of teas by the Americans during the prescnt*ycar will amount to three million six 
hundred thousand (3, COO, 000) taels, and of raw and manufactured silhs to nearly three millions 
(3,000,000) of taels 

Nearly thirty thousand subjects of the Emperor of China have visited America, where they 
have been kindly received, and permitted by tho American laws to engage in whatever occupa 
tion best smted them They have also been allowed to erect temples, and to enjoy in all freedom 
their religious ntes AIL have accumulated money, and some hav e returned to China, after a 
short absence, with sums varying ftom 300 to 10 000 taels 

I have adverted to these facts merely to show tho advantages that would grow out of such a 
treaty as I now propose, and to remark again that some amicable arrangement between the two 
nations has hocome positively necessary, and for reasons alreadj explained 

Indeed, I shall not dare t<j return to tl e United Stated without carrying with ino satisfactory 
responses to all the proposals of the President, and I must remain until such are placed in my 
possession

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One of tlio marines belonging fo tLo Mississippi hail died tiro days preiious to tho conference, 
and tbo suitable interment of his body now came up in course of discussion The Commodore 
proposed to buy a piece of ground from the Japanese for the burial of the man then lymg 
dead, and for any other Aiacncau who might die This proposition seemed to peiyilex tho 
commissioners, and, after some consultation, they retired to discuss tho guestiou alone, and, on 
leas mg, invited tho Commodore and his othcers to partahe of some refreshments, consisting of 
sahi, fruit and eabes, souis an I fish, which were immediately served This invitation was 
accepted, with the remark that it would he more consonant n ith American notions of hospitality 
if the commissioners were to join the Commodore and his othcers, ns the breaking of bread 
together was, m the United States, as among many other nations, considered an evidence of 
friendship Tho Jajanese replied that they were unnciiuamtcd with foreign customs, bat 
would cheerfully join They then all retired, hut, shortly after, the second and third m rank 
of the number returned and participated socially la the rejiast that had been served, one of the 


dignitaries filling a cup of saki at once, drinking it off to the dregs, and, tnrmng it holtom 
upward, remarked that it was a Japanese custom for the host to drink first 
It was not long before the whole hoard was again m session, and a written reply to tho 
Commodore s request respeclmg the burial of the marme presented by the chief commissioner, 
and to tho purport that, ns a temple had hecu set apart at Isagasakr for tho interment of 
strangers, it would ho necessary to scad the body to Uraga, whence, at a ooaTcmcnt season, it 
might ho conrejed m a Japanese junk to tho former place To this the Commodore objocted 
that undisturbed resting places were gr-mted by all nations, and then proposed to send boats

at a place adjommg one of their temples, and In view of the squadron They ohserved, 
however that, as tho novelty of the scene might attract aa inconvenient crowd, tho aulhorilics 
would send on board the Mississippi, in the monimg. an oBiccr to accompany tho fuaetal party 

The Commodore now prepared to depart, having first stated that he would be happy to see 
tho Japanese dignitaries on beard his vessel as seen a. the weather should become warmer 
They expressed courteously the pleasure they would have in aecciting the invitation, and, 
howino retired The subordinate American otficers liad been entertained with refreshments m 
tho lar“ge outer hall during the conference, and amused with the rude efforts of Japanese artists, 
who had been sent from Yedo, at delineating their porlfaits Tho Commodore now passed out, 
followed by his suite and the procession of officers as hofore, and marching down, to the music 
of the bands, between tbe files of marines on either eide, embatled m his barge and pulled for 
tho ship Tho other boats soon followed, filled with the numerous officers, sailors, marines, and 

others, who had shared in the ceremoiiies of the day

On the nest day (Slarch 11) a short conference was held by Captain Adams with the same 
Japanese of&cials in the treaty house on shore He also bore a communication of the date of 
the 10th of 3Iarch from the Commodore, addressed to the commissioners, in which the answer to 
the President’s letter was acknowledged The Commodore, while he expressed his satisfaction 
at the determination of the Japanese goicrnment to alter its policy m regard to foreign govern- 
ments, at the same time stated that the concessions proposed were not enough, and tliat a 
written compact or treaty, with wider provisions, was csstnlial The chief points talked of 
were, the answer to the Commodore's notes m reference to tlio proposed treaty, and the privilege 
of going ashore lu regard to the former, they slated that a reply was not yet prepared , but 
as for the latter, the lutcrprctcr remarked, unofficiatlj, that there would bo no objection to the 
Commodore and his oIHcers going ashore, but that if the permission should be general, ditli- 
culty with the people might ensue Some general conversation followed in regard to tho 
necessity of dispatch in tho negotiations, Captain Adams stating that it was tho Commodore’s 
intention to send one of his ships to the Unitctl States, in tho course of a week or so, to inform 
tho govetmnent at homo of the progress of tho negotiations, that it might know whether it was 
necessary to send moro vessels or not The Japanese cvincc^l some uneasiness nt this statement, 
and asked, “Whether the Amencans are friendly?” “Certainly we ore,” was tho answer, 
and the conference closed m tho most amicable manner 

Tho day agreed upon bad nrtived (Monday, JIarch 13) for tho landing of the presents, oml

The presents having been formallj delivered, tlio various Ameriein officers and workmen 
selected for the pnriKiso were ddigently engaged dailj m unpackmg and arrangmg them for 
exhibition The Jnpaacse authorities offered every facility, their laborers constructed sheds for 
ebellering the articles from the .eclemeaej of the weather, a piece of level gnjuad was 
assigned for lajlng down the eireular track of the l.tUe locomotive, and post, were bronght and

As he dung with a desperate hold to the edge of the roof, 
grinning with intense interest, and his huddled up body shook convulsively >vith a kind of 
laughing timidity, while the car spun rapidly around the circle, *you might have supposed that 
tbe*movement, somehow or other, uma dependent rather upon the enormous evertions of the 
uneasy mandarin than upon the power of the little puffing locomotive, which was so easily 
performing its work. ' . 

Although the J apauese authorities were still very jealous of any intercoxtiso on the part of the 
V Americans with tho'peoplo, and did all thcy^could to prevent it, still there was necessarily a 
good deal of intermingling." The ships of the squadron were being daily supplied with water 
and piovisions, for which the officials of the go-veroment had now consented to leceivo payment, 
hut they insisted upon conducting all tho regulations, and provided their own boats and label era 
for tho purpose. There was, however, what with the necessary passing to and fiom the ships 
. with tho supplies, and tho arranging and working the telegraphic apparatus, and the toy 
railway, almost daily intercourse between the American officers, sailors, and marines, and the 
Japanese mandarins, officials, and laborers. ^ 

The Japanese always evinced an inordinate curiosity, Ibr the gratification of which tho various 
articles of strange fabric, and the pieces of mechanism; of ingenious and novel invention, 
brought from the United States, gave them a full opportunity. They were not satisfied with 
tho minutest examination of all these things, so surprisingly wonderful ns they oppeaxod to 
them, hut followed the officers and men about and seizo^l upon every occasion to examine each 
part of their dress. Tho laced caps, hoots, swords, and tailed coats of tho officers, tho tarpaulins, 
jackets, and trowscis of the men, all came io for the closest scrutiny, and a tailor in search of a new 
CTit or a latest fashion conld not hnvo been more exacting in his olscrrations than the inquisitiro 
Japanese as he fingered tho broadcloth, smoothed down tho nap with his long delicate hands, 
pulled a lappcl here, adjusted a collar there, now fathomed tho depth of a pocket," and again 
peered curiously into tho inner recesses of Jack’s loose toilette. They eagerly bought to possess 
thenisolTcs of anything that Ycrtamcd to tho dress of their visitors, nud showed a peculiar 
passion for buttons. They would again and again abk for a button, and when presented with 
tho cheap gift, they appeared immediately gratified, and stowed it nway os if it were of tho 
greatest >aluo. It is possible that their aficction for buttons and high appreciation of their 
^aluo, may bo owing to the rarity of tho article in Jnjian, for it is a curious fact, that tho^simplo 
convcuienco of a button is but littlo used in any arlielo of Japancso dress, strings and variou 
bindings iKing tho only mode of fastening tho garments. Wlien >iiiiting tho ships Uio matf*

Tho American officer, wliosc intrusion had created so great an excitement, was Mr Bittin^er, 
the chaplain of tho steamer Susq^uchanna While taking a walk on shore, this gentleman’s 
curiosity prompted him to extend his ohscrvationa somewhat beyond tho usual circuit of Some 
four or five miles, within which tho Japanese authorities had contracted tho movements of 
their visitors Starting from Yoku hama, opposite to where tho squadron was anchored, tho 
enterprising investigator pushed on to the town of Kanagawa, some three miles further up the 
hay, where ho was accosted by some of tho Ja|iancsc officials and the interpreter, Gohatsiro, 
who urgently solicited him to return Ho was not, however, to ho so easily balked of hia 
purpose, and continued his journey, followed by tho Japanese officers, who dogged Jus steps at 
every turn until he reached Kamasaki Hero there was a river to cross, and he tried to prevail 
upon the Japanese boatmen to ferry him to the opiiositc side, hut they refused in spite of bribes 
and threats, in the course of which tho chaplain, if the Japanese accounts arc to be believed, 
drew hia sword He now pursued his way higher up tln> river with tho hope of finding a plnca 
that might bo forlod, and had just reached a very promising looking crossing, the depths oy 
which ho was about trying, wbon the messenger, who had hurried m rapid dispatch, from the 
steamor Powhatan accosted him with tho written order of the Commodore “He,” thus 
repotted the Japanese authorities, with their usual minuteness of description, “read it, walked 
four steps further, read it again, then suddenly returned and intimated his intention of going 
back to tho ship ” Tho chaplain, in the course of his wanderings, had an oxiporiumty of 
seeing one of the largest towns of Japan, that of Kanagawa, which, witli its numerous wido 
streets, and its crowded population, had quite an imposing oppearanco He jicnetrated into 
sereral of the dwellings and temples, and, by his pertinacious persoveranco,* succeeded m 
obtaining, in one of the shops, some Japanese money in exchange for American coin The 
native authorities seemed particularly worried in regard to this last matter, as it^was so great 
an offence against their laws Tho Japanese, m their report of the occurrence, stated that the 
American officer had gone into a shop by the roadsido and asked the keeper to allow him to see 
some coma Tho Japanese shopman complied with tho request, but as ho seemed somewhat 
chary in the display of his treasure tho chaplain msiated upon seeing more, •which demand wag 
also granted Scales were now asked for, which heing brought the chaplain took out some 
silver pieces, and weighing them in one balance against the Japanese gold and silver coins, 
mixed indiscriminately in a heap, in tho other, transferred the latter to his pockets and left hig 
American coin to console the shopman for tho loss of his Japanese change Tho authorities 
further reported that tho chaplain was not content with gentle exhortations and mild persua- 
sions, but had used threatening gestures, in which his drawn sword had figured conspicuously 
They, howev er, mildly and courteously added »n their report, “ that they supposed that it was 
with no intention to do harm, but for his own amusement “ There was a gentlo and graceful 
chanty in tlio sugoCation of an apology for tho conduct of tho Aracncan officer, which showed 
ail example lu beautiful accordance with tho precepts of the faith of tlie mtnilcr, aiil well 
worth) of imitation On the nc^t day ITcnosko brought back the sum of three dollars and o 
half in American silver com, which had been left in compulsory exchange with the Japanese 
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shopmAQ, 'ind stated that sis pieces of gold, sis of ailser, and tlie same number of copper, were 
in possession of the chaplain Ycnoako rcipuested that the J aj ancse money should he returned, 
and was told it should ho restored 

The day appointed for tho conference, on sh rc, with the Commodore (March 16) prored 
Tcry Btormv, and, accordingly, tho intcrricw was postponed until tho next morning In the 
meantime, a communication had been received from the commissioners, in answer to several 
notes of tho Commodore, m regard toa proposed treaty witli Japan, on tho basis of that between 
the United States and China

he w ould not think of accepting Kagasaki as one of the j orts 

Tho Commodore then informed the comniissioncrs that he should expect, in the course of time, 
five ports to bo optncnl to the Amcriian flag lie would, however, be said, lie content for tho 
present with three one on tho island of Nipjion, say either Uraga or Kagosimn, another m 
Yesso, suggesting Matsmui, and a third m lew Chen, that of Napha In regard to tho 
remaining two ho was willing to defer all discussion to some future time 

After many evasions, and their usnd ] rotcstitions of legal diflicultics, they at lost answered 
that, as the Commodore positively refused to accept Xogasaki, and na they themselves oljccfiJd 
to Urnga, that Siraola accordingly was formally propose! In regard to Lew Chow, the 
commissioners declared that, os it was a distant dependency, over which tho Emperor of Japou 
bad but limited control, they could entertain no proi>osittoQ And as for Matsmai, that also 
stood m bimil ir relations to tho Japanese government 
Notwithstanding all these objections, tho Comniodoro still persisted m his demands, os be 
had always to be on his guard against the deceitful diplomacy of tlic people with whom ho wos 
negotiating Finding tliat the Commodoro w vs resolute, and that all tbcir cunning devices to 
bend him from his purpose were of no avail, the commissioners proposed to consider tho mattefi 
and retired to another apartment for private consultation After an absence of an hour they 
returned and reported as the resist of tbcir dchberaUone that a longer time would be required 
before tbcir decision could be gweu in regard to the opening of "Matsmai They remarked, lU 
addition, that it was not m tho power of the Emperor to grant the use of this port without 
consulting the prince under whoso hereditary right it was governed, and that to Jo this would 
require a year, at the expiration of which time they would be prepared to give a reply Tho 
Commodore then told them that he could not leave Japan without an answer of some kind, and 
that if the prince to whom they referred was an independent sovereign, he would go himself to 
Matsmai and negotiate with him 

This point was finally settled for the time by the Japanese saying that they would give a 
definite answer on Thursday, the twenty third of March In regard to Simoda, it was agreed 
that the Commodore should dispatch one or more vessels to that port, and tho commissioners a 
Japanese officer of rank to meet them, in order that the harbor might he examined, an i us 
•fitness for the reqmred purposes determined, it having been clearly understood that if it did i ot 
answer the expectations of the Amencans in all respects, another place, somewhere in the 
eouthern part of Nippon, would be insisted on Tho Vandalm and Southampton were accord 
ingly dispatched, on the twentieth of March, to examino tho harbor of Simoda 

The day after the conference on shore, khjryuma Yenoske, the chief interpreter, accompanied 
by two Japanese officials, came on board the Powhatan and submitted a paper, m the Dutch 
language, containing a report by the Japanese themselves of the propositions made by the 
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eommoiJflre, and it proved that the commissioners nere perfectly cognizant of his views » On 
the occasion of this visit YenosU ashed for the Japanese coins which had been obtained by the 
chaplain of the Susquehanna in the conrse of his wanderings on shore, and they were dehiered 
to him On the interpreter and his companions taking leave, presents were given to them, as 
they had been also to the coinimssionera athir tho last interview at the treaty house These 
gifts consisted of Colt 3 pistols, and various artidea of American manufacture of no great value 
On ono of these visits, which were regularly kept up almost without the intermission of a 
single day, the Japanese officials were asked what had been the result of tho expedition of tho 
Eussians to Nagasaki? They replied that no treaty of any kind whatever had been made with 
them, but they had been told that the Emperor had so many affairs to dispose of that their 
propositions could not be entertained at that time, although, perhaps, m the course of a few 
years, circumstances might be more favorable for negotiation This they declared was the 
constant answer to their repeated demands Tho Bussun. had been, honever, sopphed with 
wood, water, and provisions Ono of tho chief objects of them visit, said the Japaaese, was to 

define with precision the frontier of Yesso at_ .t.

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Tho Comraoiloro assented to llio proposition of tho commtssioncra assigning tho port of 
Ilakodadi, ^v\i^cK was near t\io city of Malstnai, uad was Tcportwl to have a bettor harbor, on 
'tho condition that, on examination, it proved ciiual to tlio favorablo description given of it. 
He, hovs crer, expressed his dcsiro that it should bo opened at an earlier dato than tliat proposed. 

This concession of Hakodadi betokened a favorable prospect for a successful issue to tho great 
purpose of tho expedition; and tiio Commodoro now looked forward with sanguino expectations 
to an early consummation of his labors in tho formation of a satisfactory treaty.

'With tlio UEiml order nnd ncntnci^ \tluc1i stem almost itistincti\c the Ja])aucsc, llio 
^anous presents had been arranged iu lottt, and clnsHifietl in accordance with the rank of tlioso 
for whom they wtro rLEpictively intended. The coinmihsioncrs look their jM)sitio!i at the further 
end of tho room, and when thu Commodoro and hia Niiite ctitercti, the ordinary coin])limcnt'i 
ha\Ing been interchanged, tliu Prince llajashi read alotid, in Jaimnctie, tho list of prixcuts, and 
tho names of tlio persona to whom they were to bo This nas then translated by Ycnosko 

into Dutch, and by ilr. Porlnian into I'ngllidi. This ceremony being oicr, tho Commodoro 
was in^itcd by tho commissioners into the inner room, where ho was prcscnteil with two 
complete seta of JapniKso coins, tlireo matelilocks, and two svtorila. TliC'ie gifts, though of no 
great intrinsic value, were \cry nlgniricant c^tdciicis of tho desiro of tlio Japanese to express 
their respect for the represontatUc of tho Unitotl St ites The nitro hestowal of the coins, in 
direct opposition to tho Japanese laws, which foebtd, absolutely, all it>suo of their money beyond 
the Kingdom, wna an act of marked fa%or. • 



As the Commodore prepared to depart, the commissioners said that there wis ono article 
intended for the President which had not jet been exhibited They accordingly conducted tho 
Commodore and his othcers to tho beach, where ono or two hundred sacks of nee were }iointcd 
out, hcax'cd up in readiness to Ixs scut on board the ships As that immense supply of 
substantial food scorned to excite' some wonder ou tho jiart of tho Americans, Ycnosko, tho 
interxireter, remarked that it wad always custoraof/ with tho Japanese, when bestowing royal 
presents, to mcliide a cert iin (piantity of rico, nltliough he' Mid not sny-whethcr that quantity 
always amounted, as on the present occasion, to Kundreds of immense socks *

■\Vhatever may he the moral character of the inhabitants of Smioda, it might he supposed, 
from the great number of places of worship, that tliej are a highly devotional people Though 
the peculiar religions of the Japanese seem to he sustained in a flourishing condition, the 
people are rather remarkable foe tbcir toleration of all kin<ls of worship, except that of the 
Christian, for which, in conse(iucnce of the political intrigues of tho Homan priesthood, 
centuries ago, they have an intense hatred, carefully inculcated b} tlioso in authority, who keep 
alive the traditional enmity engendered at the epoch when the Portuguese were expelled the 
Empire The Buddhist and Smtoo worships arc tbooo most prevalent in Japan, and the lower 
classes are strict but formal devotees, while it is suspected that the higher and better educated 
are mdiilereat to all religions, and entertain vatious epccuhtnc opinions, or seek refhgc in a 
broad skepticism 

There arc no less than nine Buddhist temples, one largo J/trr, or Sintoo temple, and a great 
number of smaller sbnnes Those devoted to tho worship of Buddha have strange fanciful 
titles the largest is called Eio-shcn zhi, or Buddha s obedient monastery , and*there are Dai- 
an zhi, or gnat peace monastery , the Hon goku zhi, or source of knowledge monastery , tho 
Too-den zhi, or rice field monasteij , the Fuku zhen zhi, or fountain of happiness monastery , 
the Chio-raku zhi, or continual joy monastery , ihc Ri gen zlii, or source of reason monastery , 
and lastly, tho Ohio me zhi, or long life monastery Twentj five priests and a few acol} tes aro 
attached to these temples, and are supjiorUd hy fees bestowed by devotees for burial services, 
and the various oflices peculiar to Buddhism The huildings arc of wood, and nitliough 
gcncrall} kept in tolcrnblo repair, show th“ eflccts of weather upon the unpaintcil surface Tho 
roofs are tiled and irojcct, as in tho houses, hejond tlio walls Tho j osls which support tho 
Eupcrstrucluro aro, together with the rest of tho wood work, covered with the famous Japanese 
lac pier Tho floors, wlm.li arc raised four or five feet above the ground, arc ncath covered 
With matting At tho door cf tho main O] artoicnt there is a drum on the Hft lud a la 11 on tho 
ngrt, tho former of which is beaten, and the latter tingled, at the commcnccnunt of isorslup, 
to awaken tho attention of tho luole to the prajers of tho devout Between the door an 1 tho 
central shrine there ore several lovv Icctcrns, or reading desks, near each of vrhuh there is 
convemenll} placed a iiecoof wood careed in tho shajic of a fish, which is used to beat timo 
dur ng the chauUng, which forms an imiwtai t part of tho religious services 

Tho shrine, in which uro arranged tho ancestral tablets, in niches, seems to bo an olject of 
particular atteutum, fir it was kept always in perfect order, and tho monumonts and idols wero 
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not aUoirod to sulfer from iranl of rcp-ur or of a decent regard to dennlincis The scnlplnrc 
ot the r inous imagcs»a-no better m artormore imposing m apicaranco than tho oidiiiory 
figures of doss in ll o Chinese feiuiks jbn occasional pctnreis hung upas a lotirc ofllring 
upon, the Tails, rei re5entin„, rather rndcli.somo cient m the life of the irorshippcr, in the 
course of iihicli ho had reason, as htfpio slj hdiercd, to ha grateful for the scrrices of Buddha 
or some of lus numerous l rogeny o suhordimito deiUes Certain bones, distributed ah. ut the 
temple, remind the Christian risilor of th^ duUcs of chanty, and he thinhs nith a pious 
recollection of tbe claims of tlie poor, which wc suggested h) a pricticc similar to that in t o

Tho tombs ami monuments, as with us, nre inscnlicd with epitaphs , but sticb is the moisture 
of the climatt, that they are soon covered with moss and iciidtrcd illegible Some of the fresher 
ones, however, could bo deciphered, and it was observed that, as m our own practice, Ibo rank, 
merits, and date of death of deceased, were usually rtcordetl That tho gooil deeds of tho 
departed maj lue after them, there is often a summary of thtir meritorious viorks during life, 
among winch we read that some have recited one tboiiKaiid, two thonsaud, andicven three 
thousand volumes of the canonical hooks, an amount of pious performanco which entitles them, 
say the eulogistic Japanese cpitiphs, to heavenly felicity Au invoc.vtioii, “Ob, wonderful 
Buddha 1 goncrallj prefaces tho mscnplions In the gmve-v nrj of tlio Bio-slicn zlii, there is 
a sort of pantommiio record of the <kceisc»l, where, in a fenced enclosure of bamboo, there is a 
sepulchre of two personages of rank Ihcir btalucs and those of their fimilics and servants 
are represented as if hoi Uug an audience, which indicates tho rank of tho deceased 
l»car the recent graves and tombs narrow boanla or wooden posts nro placed, on vrliich , 
extracts from the canonical books aco written, exhorting the h\ vng to add to their stock of good 
works by diligently repeating tho pages of those excellent volumes, or vicariously performing 
that necessary duty, by getting tho priests to do it for them, and not negleeting to pay tho 
customary charges The canonical boolui supply many of the other inscriptions with various 
quotations, aptly chosen to extol tho fdicity of the departed, oV to inculcate tho shortness of lifo 
and tho vanity of this world , one of tho latter, when translated, read thus •

make our halls illustrious and the monuments endure for long ages ' To them all was added 
a Bigmficaot hint, that these hopes and aspirations were to bo secured in their oljects by the 
prompt payment of the contributions levied on the living At Yoku hama, in addition to these 
vanoiu Japanese insoriytions, there were hoards upon which were written charms in. the 
Thibetan or complicated Cliincsc characters, the purport of whicli tho wnteis themselves do not 
1 lofeas to understand, hut all ajipearcd to bcliQve they tvere effectual m warding off malignant 
demons from disturbing the dead " 

Tlio nine Buddhist temples are all situated in tha suburbs, back of the town , and on the 
acclivities or summits of the hills, which hound them in tho rear, there are shrines and 
pavilions crcctel withm groves of trees, which are approached by a flight of stone steps In 
the interior of these pavilions and shcinea at© rude images, or meiely inscriptions, dcdicoted to 
tho tutelary deities of tho spot Their purpose is to_*fford facility to those living near, or to 
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the deified hero to whom the temple is dediuitcd. Standing in n niche, ou eiUicr side, is 
figure of fin attendant dressed In andont Jnpancso ofiiciul costume, armed with a hoiv-, a® 
awaiting the ordeia^ as iu life, of their superior. Before the god-liho Kachitnan there is ■ 
usual varietj of derotional otTerings A large numher of paintings of no great artistic ekil^’ 
framo containing the repTesentation of a pagoda consiructctl of co^'per cash, fi sword, boiv 
arrows, and n “Uhscription list of at least thirty feet in length, hung from tho walls of 
Bhriue. Tins gigautic suhscription list contains the names and donation of the contrihut®^® 
towards tho expenses of the temple services The Japanese priests find, wo suppose, as we 
it is sometimes found elsewhere, that an imposing difijilnyof tlio niunificonco of their hcuefact®^® 

U a useful reminder, of duty to the heneiolcnt, aud a great encouragement of generosity. 
idol of Hachimau is honored annually with a festiv.il, termed tiiaizoriri, wliicli occurs on 
fifteenth day of the eighth month, when the suliscrihcrs aro expected to pay up tlio amounfc'^^ 
their contributions, for which their names ,ire down upon the enormous list. Before tho imi^S® 
there is a box provided for tho alms of thoso who are too modest to publish their nutncj, 
whose donations «ire too small to make much of a figure on |>apcr. 

As the Japanese structures are uupamteil, tho wckhI work soon turns brown, and dcca<®» 
rofpiirirfg frequent 'icpai? and removal. Tbero Is ohmys a sort of j^tiafilioji or suxicriutcndc?^^ 
living on the premises, wliobc duty it is to keep in or*lcr tho temple and grounds, and most 
them are creditable evidences of tho care of tho overseers. There arc, however, some of tlir®® ^ 
estnlilUhments which show either a careless superintendence or a low state of 9te cxcbc<iucr, 1®*" 
Bovcnvl show bigns of ruin and neglect. - " • ' 

In addition to tho one great Slotoo temple, there are various smaller shrines of the same fai“' 
dedicated to certain dcifltd^heroes, whose services aro called into requisition by tliO'-o of 
particular occupation, or on tho occasion of aepccial omorgcucy. Tlio hites of theso humbl®** 
places of worsliip'liavo'bcen picturesquely selected pn the nccllvilica, or tho hummits of tP 
wooded hills which bound tho town of Siuioda landward. .Tbo ^lathvr.kjs wliich \cail to tUQ®J 
are hamUoinily constructc*!, often with tauseways, bridges of a single Roman arch, ai* ^ 
flights of stops, all of stone, carelully bculjjurcd iiml sulistauli.illy built. Vorious gateway®' 
guarded by btouo statues of lions, or somcluncs mcicly by pillurs, u^ion wjdch an inscriptW^ 
warns oif lutnalcrs, diiido at iiiterials the nppro.ich, while the «dt« ol’ llio nieunCs aro slind*^'^ 
with fine trees of vigorous growth and abundant foliage. Some of the f uuplcs aro bO 
in grovpj, that they aro coinpUtdy hidden from tho sight, until tliuir slnukii llirtsbolda 
ctatbvd uuexpccUdly by Ibo stranger. One of tbtso was esi»cciid.ly noticed for th&btauly ot i^* 
aud iho pcrfi-ctliiu of its structure. It wns inirticuhirlj dootid to a patron Mint of tl’® 
Milors, and was calliA by ibo Amuricons “tho uiarimra' temple,” and tliose iiigugiHl >'* 
occuiations coancctol w ftU tho ma coiisUiiilly resort there, lo tiiNoha l)w* aid ot, or lo rduf** 
tUaiiku to tho tusbrined deity.

effects, doubtless, of such variations. In tho summer it is occasionally very hot in tho day timo, 
but the nights aro refreshed by tho sea breezes. From April 19th to May 13th, a record of tho 
thermometer gives 72° as the highest, and 58° qa the lowest point, and of tlio barometer 29.38 
and 30.00< As the season advances the mercury rises, no doubt, much higher, reaching jirobably 
85° of Fahrenheit, or more. Simoda is liable to the ordinary affections of temperate climates, 
but there seems no reason to suspect that it has a special tendency to any epidemic diseases. 

Since the treaty of Kanagawa, by which tho port was opened to intercourse wth tho 
Americans, Simoda has been separated from the jurisdiction of tho principality of Idzu, and 
constituted an imperial city, tho authorities of which are appointed directly by the governracQ^ 
at Yedo. There is a governor or general superintendent of the municipal and commercial 
affairs of the place, with a fiscal assistant or treasurer, whose particular function has regard to 
the revenues Subordinate to these two officials, there ore tho samo number of prefects or bitgio, 
who again have under them various collectors and interpreters, whose business is tlie practical 
administration of affairs in the various departments of government and trade. Tho limit of 
the jurisdiction of the imperial officers is marked by six guard stations, neither of which is moro 
than a mile and a half from the town, placed on all tho principal roads leading to Simoda. 
Bojend these, the inhabitants of tho country aro amenablo as before to their own local 
government, while within them all persons are under tho newly appointed authorities

for n foreign country under the penalty of death, and IhVtuo men who had lied on board iho 
fillips were ermunaU in tho ejo of their own Kws, however innocent they might havo appeared 
to tho Americans Moreover, although, there was no reason to doubt tho account tho two 
Jnpaucso gave of tlierasclv cs, itwaa possible Uiey were influenced by other and less worthy 
motives than those thcjvp^fcsaed It might have been o stratagem to lest Americ.iu honor, and 
Bomo believed it so to be * Tho Commodore, by his varcfu'l efforts to impress upon tho authori- 
ties how trifling he esteemed tho ofllnco, hoiicd to mitigato tho pimishnicnt to which it was 
amenable The event was full of interest, as indicative of tho intense desiro for information on 
tho part of two educated Japanese, who were rcaily to bravo tbo rigid Jaws of tho country, and 
to risk even death for tho sake of addipg to tJicir knowledge Tho Japanese are undoubtedly* 
an in(imring people, and would gladly welcome on opi>ortunity for tho expansion of their milSral 
and intellectual faculties Tho conduct of tho unfortunate tw o was, it is beliov ed, characteristic 
of Ibcir countrymen, and nothing can better represent tbo infenso curiosity of tbo people, whilo 
its cvcrcisc 18 only prevented by tho most rigid laws and ceaseless watclifiilncsa lest they should 
be disobeyed In this disposition of tho pcoplo of Japan, wlint a field of spccnlation, and, it 
may bo added, what a yirospcct full of hope opens for the future of that interesting country ! 

Some days Buhse<iucntly, ns a party of officers were strolling in tho suhurhs, they came upon 
the prison of the town, where they recognized tho two unfortuuato Japanese immured in ono of 
the usual places of conflnement, a kind of cage, barred in front and very restricted in capacity 
Tho poor fellows had been immediately pursued upon its being discovered that they had visited 
the ships, and after a few days they were pounced ujion and lodged m prison They seemed to 
hear their misfortune with great cc^uauimity, and wero greatly pleased apparently with tho visit 
of tho American officers, in whose eyes they cvulcntly were desirous of appearing to advantage 
On. one of the visitors approaching tho cage, the Jopancse wrote ou a piece of hoard that was 
handed to them iho following, which, ns a Temarkahlo specimen of philosophical resignatiou 
under circumstances which would have tried tiio stoicism of Cato, deserves a record 

“ Wlicn a hero fails in his purpose, his acts are then regarded as those of a villain and robber 
In puhhc have we leen seized and pinioned and caged for many days The villago elders and 
head men treat us disdainfully, their oppressions being grievous indeed Therefore, loolang up 
while yet we have nothing wherewith to reproadi ourselves, it must now bo seen whetlier a hero 
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laid before him He declaieil that the American officers aierc in the wrong for not having given 
previous notice of their intention to stay on shore^ and bccauso they had gone to a temple which 
had nof been especially designated for their use 

When the prefect was set right in regard to these felso countercharges, he shifted his ground 
and urged that, as the treaty had not jet gono mt^ effect, the Americans could not jet claim 
the advantages it was supposed to secure Thui view was, of course, emphatically objected to, 
and the prefect, moreover, informed that the Commodore was not willing to discuss with him 
the subject of tbo interpretation of tho treaty, as it did not concern him It was then proposed 
by the prefect that tho matter complained of should he submitted to tho commissioners for their 
arbitration This was peremptorily detdined, and an immediate apology for tho outrage, or a 
categorical refusal, insisted upon Tho Japanese official was not yet willing to come directly to 
the point, and lingered in tho discussion of the minor details of tho q^ucstion, in the course of 
which he stated that it was a Japanc&o custom to appoint guards for protection oi»strangers 
He was then indignantly told that the Americans required no such protection, os they were well 
ahlo to protect themselves on all occasion^, and that ono of the articles of the treatj was framed 
for the express purpose of securing freedom from that very surveillance alluded to The prefect 
was then emphatically assured that tho Americans would never submit with impunity to such 
treatment, as it was not only an infringement of tho stipulations of the treaty, but a violation 
of tho laws of hospitality and an outrage Tho prefect now disavowed tho wholo proceeding, 
saying that hia subordmates had acted upon their own responsibility and without his hnowlcdgo, 
and that ho regretted its occurronco Tins apology was, of course, accepted, mtli a reminder, 
however, that for the future the Commodore could make no (bstinctiou between tho prefect's 
own acts and those of his subordinates, but that tho former would bo li£ld responsible in all 
coses 


The prefect then expressed a desire io restrict tho stay of officers during tho night on shore 
to cases of necessity, but any such qualification of the privilege was positively dAiicd , and as 
t 0 Japanese ‘ could not, of course, judge of tho necessity which might require tho American 
officers to remain on shore, they must decide that for thcmsch cs ’ 

All difficult) now being removed, thcro was no further interruption to tho fnendlj intercourse 
between tho people of SunoiU and their jVmencan visitors Therb were daily and most intimate 
relations with tho autliorities, vlio seemed anxious to facilitate the views of tlio Commodore, 
hupcrintcnd the supplying of his acsscls with water, and all tho provisions their scant 
lesourccs alfoidcd As tho Uaj w as now approaching tho 3th of May, which hod been appoiiitfd

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This commences on tho south end of the island of Formosa, and is undoubtedly part of the 
great equatorial current of tho Pacific The larger portion of this current, when it reaches tho 
point just named, passes ofi" into the China sea , while the other part is deflected to the 
northward, passing along t^o eastern coast of Formosa, where its strength and character are 
unequivocally shown, and extending itself, at times, as far to the eastward as the Lew Chew 
islands, where the increased temperature of tho water shows the presence of a torrid current 
Its northwardly course, however, continues as far as tho parallel of 26°, wli^n it hears off to tho 
northward and eastward, washing the whole southeastern coast of Japan as far as the Straits of 
Sangar, and increasing in strength os it advances At the chain of islands south of tho Gulf of 
Tedo, about tho meridian of 140° E , its maximum strength on one occasion was observed to be 
seventy two, seventy four, and eighty miles per diem, respectively, on three successive days 
Fjom the south end of Formosa to the Straits of Sangar, its average velocity was found to be^ 
from thirty five to forty miles per day, at all seasons when our shijis traversed it I*^s precise 
width south of the Gulf of Tedo was not satisfactorily ascertained, but enough was discovered 
to make it certain that it reaches to tho southward of Fatsicio, and it extends perhaps oven to 
the Bonin Islands m latitude 20° N 

In the latitude of 40® N and to tho eastward of tho meridian 143° B the stream turns more 
to tho eastward, and thus allows a cold counter current to intervene between it and the southern 
coast of the island of Tesso Our hydrographers could not positively ascertain tho fact, but 
they believed that this hyperborean current, found on the coast of Tesso, passes to the westward 
through the Straits of Sangar down through the Japan sea, between Corea andtlie Japanese 
islands, finding an outlet through the Formosa channel into the China sea The data tliey 
had, together with the known fact that n strong southwardly current prevails between Formosa 
and tho coast of China, particularly during the northeast monsoon, when tho northwardly 
current along tho east coast of Formosa continues unimpeded, would seem to givo probability to 
this conjecture of tho gentlemen Tho southwest monsoon may possibly affect tins counter- 
current, and forco it to mingle its waters with those of the Kuro siwo, or “Japanese gulf 
stream, ’ between the north end of Formosa and tho southwest extremity of Japan Tho 
Vandalia was ordered from Hakodadi, to pass westward through the Stroita of Sangar and 
proceed to China, on tho western side of Japan One object of tins was to make observations on 
current and temperature , but, unfortunotely, Iho Commodore left China before tho report was 
modo, and it has never reached him 

The existence of this counter-current, however, is so well known by vessels trading on tho 
coast of China, that they seldom attempt to beat to the northward through tho Formosa channel, 
but usually make tho passage to the eastward of Formosa during adverse winds, even though 
such winds may be stronger on tho cast side of tho island than in tho 1 ormosa channel 
Lieutenant Bent traced also somo striking analogies between this Kuro siwo (great stream) of 
Japan, and our gulf stream IIis observations woro strikingly confirmatory of tho views tliav 
havo been expressed both by llr Rcdficld and Lieutenant 31 F Ifaurj, as to tho causa of tho 
deflection of tho Atlantic gulf stream to tho cistword, and the old counter current below or 
between It and tho shore Tho Urst is not caused by tho water impinging on ] ind, and being

Scarcely, however, had tho steamers stood again for their dcstmed port wlxen a denso fOo 
camo on and obscured every object from sight, so that it was found necessary to head 
steamers towards tho cast The sun, however, on approaching tho zenith, cleared away the fo^* 
and fortunately bearings wore distinguished wluch served as a guide to tho port As the capf* 
called by the Japanese Surco tube, and whicli tho Comniodoro named Capo Blunt, yi honor 
his friends Edmund and George Blunt, of New York, was approached, there could bo discernc"^ 
over the neck of land which conficcts the promontory of Treat} Point* with tho interior, th® 
three sliipa of the sq^uadron which bad been previously dispatched, safely at anchor in th® 
liathoc uf Hakododv.

The spacious and beautiful bay of Hakododi, which for accessibility and safety is ono of th® 
finest in the world, lies on the north side of the Strait of Sangar, which separates the Japanes** 
islands of Nippon and Yesso, and about midway between Stnja saki,t the northeast point of th® 
former and the city of Matsmai The bay bears from the cape N W i W distant aboilt forty 
five miles, and is four miles wide at its entrance and runs five miles into the land • 

Tlie navigation of the Strait of Sangar, as for as it was examined by tho officers of thti 
expedition, proved to be safe and convenient, and tbe entrance to tho port of Hakodadi a9 
accessible as that of Simoda, which is saying evexythiog in its favor Like SunoJa, Hakodadi

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In illustration of the rapidity and dexterity with which the Japanese artists work we have 
the testimony of the chaplain of the Mississippi, the Rev Mr Jones, who employed an artist 
at Ilakodadi to paint for him a set of screens 3Ir Jones sat by the painter and watched him 
at hi3 work He made no previous sketch, hut drew at once the various portions of tho 
landscape, putting in his houses, ships, horses, trees and birds, with n onderful readiness, tho 
11 hole being a fancj piece , and when he came to paint tiie foliage of some pines, ho used two 
brushes in one hand at the smo time, so as to expedite his work The rcsolt was, though not 
a production of high art, yet a much better specimca of ornamental screen than could readilj 
be found in the most pretentious manufacturing ebtablishmcnt of our own country. And here 
wo maj add, that a very remarkable jjpccimcn of Japanese linear drawing in perspective fell 
under Mr Jones’ obscrvatiou On tho first visit of tho sqiialron to Japan, as we have statcil, 
latensc intereat was excited among tho natucs b) the engines of tUo steamers Tlvcir curiosity 
seemed insatiable, and the Japanese artisU were constantly employed, when they hal opporlji- 
nity, in making drawings of parts of the machinery, and seeking to understand its construction 
and tho principles of its action On tho second visit of the squadron, Mr Jones saw, in tho 
hands of a Japanese, a perfect drawing, in truo proportion, of tho whole engme, with its several 
parts m place, which ho says was as correct and good as could have been m ido any where Tho 
Japanese artist had made it, and valued it very highly, being imwilhiig to part with it at any 
price, ^Ir Toneswouli linvo glidIvbougUt it, and oQercd to do so, that ho might bring it 
home as a bpccuucn of Japanese skill 

In regard to anatomical uurUugs, there is, in the specimens of Japanc»e drawings wo havo 
before us, no lack of such a degree of correctness us may bo obfaiucd b^ close oit/it-arr/ observa- 
tion of tho parU Tho muscular development of Uio lioraes, both m action and at rest, is sliowa 
in liuts sufficiently truo to nature to prove a very minuto and accurate observation, ou tho part 
of the artist, of the eshnial features of hiv subject* This w very striking m tho friezo of tho 
wrestlers alluded to alwvo It is charaeletucd by remorkahlo precision m this rrspcct, and 
while preserving in the figure's all llio peculi ir features of tho Asiatic stock, tho outer angle of 
tho eje running upward, the bniiU corneas, ie , there u diatmctivo uxprcMion, jet witli

flowers, Ac , with an abundance of gilding , there were also two side altars with caudle^ on 
them burning Before the principal allar/ within nn enclosure, were five" priests, robed ond on 
their knees, the chief ono striking a smalt saucer shaped bell, and three others with padded, 
drumsticks striking hollow wooden laerjuered icsscls, which emitted a dull souud They kept 
time, and toned their prayers to their music m chanting , after chanting, they knelt again, and 
touched tho floor with their foreheads , after which tbcyrcpoircd to the side alters and had a 
short ceremony before each of them When oil was oicr, one of the priests approached, and, 
pointing to an imago, asked Hr Jones what it was called m America Uo auswerwi “ Nai," 

“ wo have it not ’ Ho then pointed to tho altars and asked tho same question, to which he 
received tho same reply Wliou tho chaplain left the temple, os ho walked on, his official 
attendant asked him 'if the pooplo prayed in America?' Ho was answered m tho affirmative, 
and Hr Jones, dropping on one knee, joined his hands, and, with upturned fice, closed his 
eyes, and pointed to the heavens, to intimate by signs that we pray to a being there He then 
asked his attendants if they prayed to that being? Ho replied “ Yes , wo pray to Tion," their 
word for heaven or God 

To return to our narrative of fhatters connected with the funeral, it was found, in a few days 
after the interment of our countryman, that tho Japanese authorities bad caused to be erected a 
neat picket fence around tho American graves, before it was know n to pur officers * 

After a farewell visit of ceremony on sboro, and nn interchange of courtesies and presents, 
(among winch was a block of gramto for the Washington monument ) the Powhatan and 
lIissiBsippi, which, were tho only vessels of the squadron left, took their departure for Simoda

Tho great discussion, however, was conccruuig the boundaries witlim which our countrymen 
might go at Ilahodadi Tlicso had not )ct been settled at all The Japanese wished to confine 
Americans ^Mthm tho cit) itself, hut ns tho Conimoilera protested most strougl) against tins, 
tho subject Mas postpone 1 for future cousideratiou Tho commissioners having stated that a 
special place had been set apart for the burial of Americans, ashed permission to have tho body

An important result ensued, embodied in an intercaiiug and valuable report made by those 
gentlemen to the Commodore * 

After a succession of dailv conferences, which contmuod from the Sth to the 17th of Juno, a
